Of vital importance to the Mare Island Navy Yard was 
the visit on Oct. 18 of the Secretary of the Navy, whose 
purpose was to consider its approaches, with a view to 
determining the best site for a battleship repair station, 
which will be needed before a fleet of battleships can be 
sent to the Pacific. A great bid is being made to have 
the Bremerton Yard made the leading one on the coast, 
and the officers who believe that Mare Island should re- 
tain her position as the leading yard on the Pacific pre- 
sented several plans for the Secretary’s consideration. 
The idea of abandoning Mare Island, as has been urged 
by the friends of Bremerton, will never be considered, 
Mare Island officers say, as there is over ten million 
dollars invested at Mare Island, the two drydocks alone 
costing over two millions. Although the battleship Mis- 
souri, Capt. Alexander McCracken commanding, went to 
Mare Island with ease during the visit of the Battleship 
Fleet in 1908, it is admitted that the Bremerton Navy 
Yard, on Puget Sound, has a much better approach than 
Mare Island, though the latter yard enjoys the advantage 
of being the nearest yard to the Panama Canal, as well 
as being nearer a good market. Bremerton, it is said, 
frequently has to wait from three to six days to get 
material from Seattle, whereas Mare Island can secure 
it from San Francisco in a few hours. The plan laid 
before the Secretary of the Navy on his visit was to 
maintain Mare Island, as at present, for the repairing 
and docking of the largest cruisers, torpedo fiotillas, 
auxiliaries, ete., and establishing on the lower bay an 
auxiliary repair and docking station for handling the 
work on the Battleship Fleet, which must eventually be 
sent here if our trade with the Far East is to be pro- 
tected. Such a station would cost between four and four 
and a half millions, and three sites for it were described to 
the Secretary. In this way Mare Island would not only 
maintain her present importance, but would secure addi- 
tional work, inasmuch as the plans presented to the Secre- 
tary called for additional machine shops for the handling 
of all repairs to machinery not actually done aboard the 
ships. Of the three sites suggested to Secretary Meyer 
for an auxiliary repair station, one is California City, 
now owned by the Government and heretofore considered 
in this connection by Rear Admiral Washington L. Capps. 
The chief difficulty with this site lies in the fact that the 
profiles are very steep, making it necessary to level off 
hills of from 100 to 120 feet to make room for the shops. 
It is believed ‘by officers of Mare Island that, in the 
event of Secretary Meyer’s approval of these plans, it 
would be at least five years before the necessary appro- 
priations could be secured, the policy of the present 
administration being strictly along economic lines, and 
that it would be two years at least thereafter before the 
auxiliary station could be ready for use. 
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A Tokio correspondent of the New York Evening Post 
declares that the young Japanese of the present genera- 
tion are showing great distaste for army life, and are 
said to lack generally the energy and grit of the preced- 
ing generation. He says: “It is alleged by high officers 
of the Japanese army that there is everywhere on the 
part of young men a tendency to escape conscription, if 
possible; whereas, in former times, both individuals and 
families felt keenly the disgrace of having been over- 
looked in compiling the conscription lists. And even 
those who are called out by conscription reveal a general 
inaptitude for the military profession that was quite 
absent from the recruits of previous years. When the 
young man of to-day enters the army he is alleged to 
evince an overanxiety to obtain the positions of least 
risk; he desires to belong to the engineering corps or the 
transportation service, rather than be liable to a place 
in the fighting line. Even young officers are accused of 





a disposition to remain in non-commission. Major Gen- 
eral’ Sato, in a recent utterance, dwells rather deprecat- 
ingly on these conditions, and regards them as an issue 
that must be scriously faced. A prominent general of 
the Japanese army expresses the conviction that the 
unwholesome tendency he deprecates is to be attributed 
to the unsamurailike upbringing of the modern young 
man. The Japanese youth greatly diskikes the idea of 
spending what he regards as idle years in barracks after 
he has worked hard to educate and fit himself for an 
honorable and useful profession in life.” This may be 
true, but allowance should be made for the fact that 
the Post is a prejudiced witness. For example, in the 
same number it says editorially: “Every day returning 
students of political affairs declare that militarism is 
ruining Europe.” Who are these students of political 
affairs? They certainly do not include President Hadley, 
of Yale, who has written at length to show the advan- 
tages Germany derives from its military system in an 
increase of national efficiency and national wealth which 
secures for it the approval of intelligent Germans, in- 
cluding those who would be classed even by the Evening 
Post as “students of political affairs.” To this latter fact 
President Butler, of Columbia, also bears testimony. The 
economic value of Germany’s system of military education 
has been set forth at length in our columns, with 
abundant proof in the form of statistical data. The only 
reply is vague statements such as that quoted from the 
Evening Post, and to which a paper of its standing 
cannot afford to commit itself without citing some 
authority, in view of the abundant, and what seems to 
us conclusive, evidence to the contrary. 
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Our columns have often borne the tributes of our Army 
officers to the superior fighting prowess of the Moros, in 
comparison with the other races in the Philippine Islands, 
and now we have to record the opinion of an American 
governor of a district in Moroland that they are superior 
to the Filipinos as workers, In the reports of the governors 
of the different districts in the Moro Province for the 
past year we find that of Governor Elvin R. Heiberg 
(Major, Philippine Scouts, and Captain, 6th U.S. Cav.), 
of the Cotobato district, in which material progress can 
be developed along these lines: Stock raising, rice grow- 
ing, sugar planting, cocoanut growing, rubber tree plant- 
ing and tobacco raising. After deploring the absence of 
capital to develop those industries, through the unfounded 
fear of the Moro, Major Heiberg says: “As to the ques- 
tion of labor, the material is as good as any that can be 
found anywhere in the islands, the Moro being decidedly 
superior to the Filipino as a worker.” This statement 
from one who can speak so authoritatively as Governor 
Heiberg will doubtless surprise those who have maintained 
that the government of the archipelago should be turned 
over to the Filipinos, on the ground that to them we 
must look for the material development of the islands. 
It is becoming clearer as the years go on that it is through 
our Army officers and other American officials that the 
true qualities of the Moros are being placed in the right 
light before the world. Before the Americans went to 
the Moro country the natives were considered hopelessly 
savage beyond all reach of civilizing agencies, but now, 
after a decade of American rule, in which the predatory 
chieftains and plundering outlaws have been suppressed, 
we find the natives developing in industry and in a 
capacity to adjust themselves to the obligations of civilized 
society. The fighting which our soldiers have had to do 
in Mindanao has been with the rapacious natives, who 
have sought to stifle the aspirations of the people, and 
not with the vast majority of Moros, who wished for 
freedom to cultivate their fields and establish homes, and 
who have shown, under the protection from marauders 
extended by the American troops, an ability as peaceable 
workers second to no other race in the islands. 
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The Washington Herald of Oct. 17, in discussing Army 
and Navy legislation, holds that Congress is not wholly 
to blame for dilatoriness in giving the Services what they 
need. It lays the blame, in part, on the failure of the 
Service experts to agree upon the best measures of relief 
and reform. Hardly any measure which affects more 
than one officer reaches Congress without being closely 
followed with the information that it is more or less 
unworthy of Congressional adoption. With Congress dis- 
posed to do nothing on the slightest provocation, it is 
no occasion for remark that this opposition is sufficient 
for the pigeonholing of bills which are sent to the Capitol 
with departmental endorsement, if not departmental 
authorship, and sustained, as they are in some instances, 
by Presidential approval and appeal. This antagonism, 
which we have so often deprecated, and which it should 
be possible to avoid, has undoubtedly been a_ great 
obstacle in the way of successful Service legislation. 
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The high degree of efficiency which characterizes the 
work of the Medical Department of the Army has been 
nowhere better illustrated than in the Philippine Islands, 
where in the fiscal year 1909 there was not a case of 
cholera among the American troops, although the scourge 
counted: thonsands of victims among the natives. In the 
provinces there were 8,055 cases, with 5,524 deaths, these 
figures being below the actual number on account of the 
disposition of the natives to conceal all cases. In Manila 
there were 263 cases, ‘with 211 deaths, the death per- 
centage being slightly above eighty. In numerous towns 
adjacent to military posts the disease was epidemic at 
some period during the year, but so thorough was the 


medical inspection and so vigilant the attention of the 
military surgeons that not a single case of cholera ap- 
peared among our troops. This achievement Surgeon 
General Torney, in his interesting annual report, thus 
modestly refers to: “The absence of this disease among 
American officers and enlisted men and their families 
under such circumstances is excellent proof of the 
thoroughness and effectiveness of the sanitary measures 
employed. The Americans have been thoroughly imbued 
with the importance of abstaining from eating uncooked 
native vegetables and of using only sterilized water for 
drinking.” In the native soldiery there were only nine 
cases, with seven deaths, figures that testify to the 
salutary influence of the Army system of sanitation even 
with people accustomed for centuries to conditions of 
living that foster such diseases. as cholera.

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Viewing the narrow strip of water between England 
and Germany, Col. A’Court Repington, who is described 
as a “naval expert,” says in Blackwood’s Magazine that 
the naval supremacy of one or the other nation in the 
future will be determined by the submarines and torpedo- 
boats, who could swarm in the narrow waters of the 
North Sea or the Channel and make the life of any 
Dreadnought momentarily precarious. In these waters 
he sees the ideal field for submarines, and if they cannot 
there justify their existence he does not see where else 
they can be of practical use, and this leads him to the 
conclusion that in a few years the waters separating the 
two countries will be no place for any Dreadnought or 
super-Dreadnought, since a limited water field can be 
closed by submarines to a line of battle. However, when 
it comes to submarines Great Britain far outclasses 
Germany, having sixty-three, against the Kaiser’s eight, 
actually built. The submarine has long had a powerful 
champion in England, none other than Admiral Lord 
Fisher, whose advice the Admiralty has followed for 
many years so effectively that now, when the cry of 
submarine danger is raised, England can point to her 
crushing superiority in submarines over all nations 
except France, which has only seven fewer, but many 
of them classable among obsolete types. 
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Reports from the governors of the Moro province show 
prosperity in the various districts. While Major J. P. 
Finley, 28th U.S. Inf., Governor of the Zamboanga dis- 
trict, finds agricultural development retarded by want of 
laborers, Lieut. W. O. Reed, 6th U.S. Cav., Governor 
of the Sulu district, reports that no trouble has been 
experienced by the American planters in obtaining neces- 
sary laborers. Lieut, Col. G. S. Young, 21st U.S. Inf., 
Governor of the Lanao district, says that one of the 
chief drawbacks to agricultural development is the loss 
by the datus of control over the sacopes, who take to 
robbery rather than to work. “Good roads and more 
contact with civilization are necessary to suppress the 
continuous lawlessness that now exists.” Major E. R. 
Heiberg, P.S. (Captain, 6th U.S. Cav.), finds that the 
slow progress in the Cotobato district is due to the un- 
willingness of capital to engage in any undertakings in 
that section. 





Col. T. W. Symons reports that work on the New York 
state barge canals is progressing finely ali along the 450 
miles of their extent. During September the various 
contractors earned about $1,500,000 on their work. The 
work will probably be completed by 1914. The length 
of time required is so long because almost everything has 
to shut down during the winter. The disbandment of 
the forces and laying up the various plants in the fall 
and gathering the forces and renewing the organizations 
in the spring leave but about six months available for 
actual operations each year. Colonel Symons believes 
that when completed the canals will have a decided mili- 
tary value under some conditions of war. High officials 
of both the War and. Navy Departments are keeping in 
touch with the work and its progress, and will include it 
in their plans for preparation for wars that may come in 
the future.

The Engineer officers having charge of the plans for 
internal waterways desire an expression of opinion on 
the part of commercial and other interests as to whether, 
from their point of view, a lock or sea level canal is most 
desirable along the Atlantic coast. If completed accord- 
ing to the plans such a cana! will provide an inland 
waterway paralleling the coast from Boston to Key 
West, and extending thence, by way of the Gulf of 
Mexico, to New Orleans. The estimate for a canal from 
the Battery, New York city, to the wharves at Phila- 
delphia is $38,725,000. The distance is about eighty 
miles, twenty-five miles across New York Bay, thirty 
miles across the state of New Jersey and twenty-five miles 
through a channel dredged in the Delaware River. 
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The Hartford (Conn.) Courant does not agree with 
our Southern correspondent, who described “Dixie,” the 
national air of the Confederacy, as trite and common- 
place. The Courant says: “There are a few old Chicago 
high school boys still living who will remember how on 
its first appearance it gripped hold of the unfortunate 
enthusiast who was (for his sins) their music master. 
He could not think or talk of anything but ‘Dixie.’ He 
said it was the first real thing in song music this country 
had produced.” 
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Capt. J. E. Bloom, U.S.A., now stationed at Army 
Building, New York city, is a graduate of West Point 
and of the Cincinnati high schools. In 1898, while en- 
gaged in the practice of law in New York city, upon 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American War, he organized 
a proposed Volunteer regiment, with the assistance of 
Lafayette Povt, G.A.R., and, when the said regiment was 
not accepted, he and many members thereof re-entered 
the Service individually, in minor capacities, serving in 
Cuba and subsequently in the Philippines. In 1876 he 
served in the Sioux Indian campaign, and in 1877 in the 
Nez Percé Indian campaign. While in civil life, in 1896, 
he was the principal founder of the _Wage-earners 
Patriotic League, in New York city, which attained a 
membership of over 3,500, and with which he entered 
upon the study of sundry civic-economic topics, including 
superannuation and disability provision. One phase o1 
the latter is set forth in a speech of Captain Bloom at 
the Lake Mohonk Conference, Oct. 20, 1910, in which the 
broad distinction is emphasized as regards pensions for 
the Civil Service in the tropics or extrahazardous occupa- 
tions, especially among dependent peoples. Captain Bloom 
showed the importance of obtaining competent Civil 
Service employees in the Philippines, saying: “It is most 
difficult to meet this desideratum at present, and for the 
reason that our existing Civil Service system, which is 
charged with the duty of selecting and furnish.ng such 
American employees as needed, is not supplemented by a 
superannuation and disability system, which shall pro- 
vide for the employee in said Civil Service when he or she 
is incapacitated or disabled by service in the tropics while 
there or as a consequence of service there, such system 
to embody (1) a pension for total disability; (2) em- 
ployment in the temperate zone if disabled for service in 
the tropics, but yet fitted for service in the temperate 
zone; {3) not over two years’ continued service in the 
tropics, to be followed by at least two years work in 
the temperate zone before a return to the tropics. iE. 
Very many, if not the majority, of the American civil 
servants in the Philippines are physically and mentally 
injured by the climatic conditions incidental to service 
in the tropics. The Government, which employs them, 
there ‘should make provision by law for their due com- 
pensation.’” Captain Bloom cited from memory six cases 
of civilian employees who had broken down in Philippine 
service, and said, in conclusion: “At the time of my 
services in the tropics I had no occasion or thought to 
make a record of such happenings as the above. _The 
mere fact of my now recalling the same must indicate 
that a systematic search, including records of Civil Serv- 
ice men and women who have served in the Philippines 
and returned to the United States, would disclose conclu- 
sive proof in support of the above recommendations. 





Lieut. Comdr. Cleland Davis, U.S.N., has invented a 
gyroscope for automatically firing a torpedo when it 
swerves too far from its course, which was patented on 
Oct. 4 through Messrs. Wilkinson, Fisher and Wither- 
spoon. ‘The invention, the specification states, while 
specially designed for use in torpedoes carrying a gun 
constructed according to the inventions heretofore 
patented by Commander Davis, may also be adapted to 
firing the high explosive charge of an ordinary automobile 
torpedo, such as the Whitehead or Bliss. It adds to the 
means for firing the torpedo gun by electricity indepen- 
dent means operated by a gyroscope for automatically 
firing the torpedo or the torpedo gun when the automobile 
torpedo swerves beyond a predetermined angle from its 
original course. “It is well known,” the specification 
states, “even in ships acting singly, that a torpedo with 
a war head on is liable to return to the ship from which 
it was fired. This danger is largely increased when 
launching torpedoes in fleet formation, To protect against 
this I provide an arrangement operated by the action of 
a gyroscope, in which, when the torpedo swerves through 
a predetermined angle, say ninety degrees, from its 
original course, an electrical contact is made by said 
gyroscope, completing a circuit through an electric primer 
and firing the gun or torpedo, For this purpose a separate 
gyroscope may be used, but since all modern automobile 
torpedoes are provided with the Obry attachment, it will 
be more convenient to use the gyroscope already placed 
in the torpedo not only for the original purpose of steer- 
ing the torpedo, but for the additional purpese of firing 
the same should the torpedo escape from the control of 
the steering mechanism governed by said gyroscope. 
When this gyroscope is doing its duty controlling: the 
steering rudders it is net needed in the firing mechanism ; 
but when, owing to the swerving of the torpedo from its 
original course it has outlived its usefulness in controlling 
the steering engine, then it still serves to fire the torpedo 
when this swerving becomes excessive.” 
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The Philippines are rejoicing in the increase of trade 
resulting from the operation of the new tariff. Major 
jen. W. P. Duvall, Col. C. A. P. Hatfield, commanding 
the Department of Luzon, and practically every officer 
stationed in Manila were present at the demonstration 
of the new Infantry equipment at the Cuartel Espaiia. 
It was regarded as a great improvement. Major James 
P. Harbeson, of the Philippine Scouts, who was a mem- 
ber of the board which made the changes, told the history 
of each part of the equipment and the reasons for the 
change. 











A board of officers has been appointed in the Philip- 
pines Division to carefully examine into and report upon 
the military necessity of retaining the present reservation 
of Fort William McKinley intact. It is thought by some 
officers that the reservation might be reduced without 
affecting its usefulness as a military post. Other officers 
consider that it is not large enough. The detail for the 
board is: Col. R. N. Getty, 7th Inf., Major C. H. Barth, 
12th Inf., and 1st Lieut. R. McC. Beck, jr., 12th Cav. 
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One object of President Taft's forthcoming visit to the 
Panama Canal is, so the press reports, for the purpose 
of deciding how the Canal will be fortified and whether 
the Zone shall have civil or military contr !. 
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The annual meeting of the U.S. Naval Institute was 
held at the officers’ mess, U.S. Naval Academy, at eight 
p.m., Friday. Oct. 14, and the following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: President, Rear Admiral 
Richard Wainwright, U.S.N.: vice president, Capt. J. M. 
Bowyer. U.S.N.: secretary and treasurer, Prof. Philip R. 
Alger, U.S.N.; board of control, Comdrs. R. E. Coontz, 


W. H. G. Bullard, E. H. Durell, B. F. Hutchison, L. M. 
Nulton and George R Marvell, U.S.N. An amendment 
to the constitution was adopted by a vote of 407 affirma- 
tive to 10 negative votes reducing the annual dues of 
members of the institute from $3 to $2. The subscription 
cost of the Proceedings will be reduced at the same time 
from $3.50 to $3 a year. A proposed amendment creating 
a permanent fund was lost by a vote of 178 affirmative 
to 222 negative votes. 
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NAVAL AERONAUTICS. 


A HINT TO MIDSHIPMEN. 

I have been asked by several young officers of the 
Navy to advise them as to how they may secure service 
in the Aeronautic Corps, which they hope, and I fully 
believe, will eventually form a part of the organization 
of the American Navy. I am aware that such questions 
are usually received by the official questioned with a 
smile of incredulity or pity for the questioner, if not by 
a flat denial that such conditions will ever exist. But as 
I cannot take such a hopeless view of the matter I have 
prepared an answer which I think will fit the case. 

The fact that nearly all the leading navies of the 
world have passed beyond the investigational stage of 
aeronautics, and are actually constructing airships for 
use in the wars of the future, is sufficient evidence as to 
their importance, and unless we are willing tv yield our 
position as a naval power and allow more progressive 
nations to go above us in prestige the officers of the 
Navy should lend their influence toward keeping the 
pace in aviation, as well as in all other matters that in 
any shape or form have a bearing on their profession. 

It is not well to say, nor is it the custom of Americans 
to do so, that the aeroplane has not reached that stage 
of perfection that will warrant its introduction into the 
Service. Nor should we content ourselves with the state- 
ment that has been made, to the effect that the airship 
might be put out of action by vertically emplaced guns 
before it reaches the radius of its own effective range. 
To any implement of war this objection would apply 
equally well, and thus bar out guns, torpedoes, tor- 
pedoboats and submarines for war purposes. 

The fact is that such airships as are required for 
a navy are inexpensive, costing only $2,000 or $3,000 
each, and numbers of them could be purchased for the 
price of one torpedoboat, Out of a flock of such me- 
chanical birds some of them would escape the best di- 
rected fire from any marksman, and the exempts could 
not fail to do some damage to so large a target as a 
fleet of battleships when in action. And as_ scouts 
searching for submarines nothing yet invented can take 
their place. 

Having been a delegate to the American International 
Aeronautic Congress of 1907 and to the British Inter- 
national Aeronautic Meet of 1908, and having served 
during the past and most important season of aerial 
history as the European representative of the Washing- 
tion Aeronautic Society, I have had opportunities to 
witness aerial flights and feel warranted in presenting 
to the Service my views on the subject. 

And let me state, in starting, that I believe there is 
no class of peopie in the world better fitted to deal with 
the subject of aviation than the young graduates of the 
Naval Academy and my message is especially for them. 

Such scientifically trained men have ever been pioneers 
in introducing new devices for carrying on war, and the 
names of such as Dahlgren, who introduced the shell gun 
as a naval weapon: Howell, who invented the mobile 
torpedo; Sprague, who gave the Navy its high efficiency 
in electricity, and Hassler, whose ingenious improvements 
in ordnance have done so much to advance the art of 
war, will ever rank high on the pages of naval history. 

But let me summarize what has been done in Europe 
up to the present time with air machines so far as the 
record applies to the naval profession. The operations 
of the British Military Aeronautic Corps in the ma- 
neuvers cn Salisbury Plain and the French maneuvers 
of the past summer are convincing arguments of 
the utility of aeroplanes as implements of war, but if 
more proof is needed, the fact that the Krupp Com- 
pany, of Germany, have constructed guns for use against 
airships and aeroplanes in the warfare of the future 
shows how seriously that country is taking the subject, 
and beside this the marked attention German officers 
are giving to frontier barricades against foreign flying 
machines is a subject for reflection. 

It is reported that the Krupp guns are constructed to 
fire shells to an altitude of 20,000 feet on land. and 
the guns to be used at sea to an altitude of 30,000 feet 
at an angle of 75 degrees. Three types have been 
made of 6.5, 7.5 and 10.5 centimeters, all firing shells 
which explode immediately they touch the target. While 
the particulars of the gun are interesting, the important 
fact is that these guns are a finished product, showing 
that Germany has for some time been considering and 
planning for defense against wartime aeronautics, while 
the fact that France, on the other hand, has given orders 
for nearly 100 aeroplanes of the double and single deck 
type for use in the army and navy, is convincing as to the 
preparatory measures taken by that country for offensive 
aeronautics. 

But still more to the point, in my opinion, is the se- 
rious manner in which England contemplates the ac- 
tivities of her neighbors for the control of the air. I 
venture to assert that the question of what steps shall 
be taken by the insular power to ward off the ever in- 
creasing danger to her naval supremacy in this direction 
is receiving almost as much attention as did Germany’s 
battleship construction program of last year, 

The hero of Pekin, Admiral of the Fleet Sir Edward 
Seymour, goes so far as to state that “aerial navigation 
will, in my opinion, make war impossible.” Mr. G. Holt 
Thomas, in writing on the subject of “The New Arm,” 
says: “This prophetic utterance, made a long time ago, 
almost came true only last week at the French ma- 
neuvers, but how much more will it become so when 
aerial scouts extend their radins to 200 or 300 miles, 
a feat which is in no way a remote possibility?” 

While the views of such eminent authorities are im- 
portant, the fact that practically all army and navy 
officers of high and low rank, both in France and in 
Germany, are taking advantage of every opportunity to 
witness the flight of airships, not only in the military 
ranks, but on the numerous fields where flights are made 
for sporting purposes, and in Paris one rarely goes out. 
in good weather without seeing an airship of some kind 
floating over his head—this is conclusive evidence that 
as a military measure the subject is of great importance 
to the state. 

Many officers of the French navy are already qualified 
as aerial pilots, and it has just been reported that ac- 
cording to instructions from the Minister of Marine the 
French cruiser La Foudre will be used in the future as 
a floating aerodrome. Wooden tracks forty meters long, 
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from which the aeroplane will start, will be laid down 
upon the vessel’s deck, and similar measures will be 
taken on board other cruisers if the experiment succeeds, 
This and somewhat similar proceedings in other coun- 
tries show also that navies as armies are not slow to 
prepare themselves for battle tactics with the airship. 

While this rehearsal of what is being done in Hurope 
seems enough to warn Americans to prepare to use the 
“new arm,” unfortunately an impression prevails amon 
our officers that the work for the airship will be limit 
to scouting, and that for the Navy this duty is not so 
important as for the Army, and therefore the Navy has 
the less need for these appliances. I would repeat, as 
an offset to this argument, what I said to an audience 
nearly four years ago when talking on this subject. To 
my mind the story presents one of the best object les- 
sons possible for naval officers. 

Just before the time referred to I had the good fortune 
to fall in with an ex-Russian army officer, who had been 
ordered to Vladivostok upon the breaking out of the 
Russo-Japanese war to organize an army aeronautic 
corps. His experience as related to me was most in- 
teresting. Of course in those days his work was con- 
fined to the use of a captive balloon. He first described 
his methods of search for mines, how from the elevated 
position of a balloon in passage up and down the Neva 
River he located every mine in it. But his most im- 
portant work was done from a captive balloon attached 
to one of the cruisers of the Vladivostok squadron, which 
force, it may he remembered, did so much damage to 
Japanese commerce during the passage around the island 
of Nippon in 1905. The injury to the enemy was great- 
est, however, when his ship acted against the Japanese 
transports carrying reinforcements to their army in 
Manchuria. He told how the cruiser had taken her sta- 
tion in broad daylight about thirty miles from the main- 
land of Japan, at which distance neither the ship nor 
the balloon was visible from the shore, and how from his 
high perch he saw the vessels in the late afternoon getting 
under way in the harbors. Keeping tab on the troop ship 
the commander of the cruiser then steamed to head her 
off after dark and was thus enabled to capture or sink 
her. This cne balloon belonging to the squadron was 
destroyed by a pure accident, otherwise the enemy would 
have suffered more than they did from this source. But 
as it stands the Russian Naval Aeronautic Corps has to 
its credit one of the most successful achievements of the 
war. 

In mentioning the work of foreign aeronauts, I would 
not minimize the benefit to the art of aeronautics due 
to the magnificent flying feats of our own countrymen 
of the sporting world. And let me say right here that 
no one who has not associated with these zealous and 
enthusiastic Americans can realize how much patriotism 
has to de with their interest in aeronautics, nor how 
they long to have the Government take part in their 
pastime. 

Americans over here have had great cause recently to 
rejoice in the news from home that their patriotic con- 
fréres there have started an aeronautic branch in the 
Naval Reserves of the country, while officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy have had to blush for the supineness in this 
matter of the parent organization. Are we still to 
follow the lead not only. of foreign navies, but of our 
own pupils in warfare as well? 

And now I would mention a little personal experi- 
ence. After witnessing aerial sports in other parts of 
Europe 1 recently arrived in Paris and made use of 
my credentials as a representative of the Washington 
Aeronautic Society. Soon after my arrival I had the 
good fortune to meet on the extensive aviation ground at 
Issy-les-Monlineaux one of the most expert of French 
aviators, Count de Lesseps. He had just landed fro:n 
a flight around the course in his fine two-seated Blériot 
monoplane, with his wife and sister together as pas- 
sengers. His machine had gone to the aerodrome, but 
when I was intreduced he kindly asked if I would like 
to fly with him and, of course, I jumped at the invi- 
tation and into the machine as soon as it again entered 
the field. With a whirl of the propellers by the mechani- 
cian and a quick movement of the starting lever we sped 
for a few feet on the ground and then rose into space. 
The air blown into my face from the propeller seemed 
rather oppressive at first, but I soon realized that a 
gale of wind was none too strong to counteract the ex- 
hilarating effect of the nearly mile-a-minute speed the 
machine was making. 

My principal thought during the flight was, “Oh, if 
this could take place over the water, that I might look 
down into the depths open to one’s greater length of 
vision through this medium in the vertical line of sight 
and confirm my long since formed impression that there 


is no hiding place for the submarine under such con- | 


ditions!” Twice around the course of about three kilo- 
meters in circumference we flew and then landed so 
lightly that it was hard to realize we had reached terra 
firma. This ended one of the most delightful experiences 
of my life. 

From what I have seen of aviation I am more con- 
vinced than ever that the “naval bird of prey” will be 
a single deck aeroplane of the Blériot type, improved 
possibly by already existing or to be invented devices 
from the hands of American aeronauts, and for the pres- 
ent at least France is the best place to study their 
utility. Officers from many. nations are coming here 
(Japanese officers having recently applied for instruc- 
tion) to qualify as aerial navigators. The next summer 
bids fair to double all other seasons’ work put together, 
and this will offer a great opportunity for the student 
in aviation. 

Here then is my answer to the inquiry propounded at 
the head of this paper, How to secure entrance into the 
Navy Aeronautic Corps? 

Let the young officers who are pining for service of 
this character take their annual leave of absence and 
come to Paris and secure a certificate for aerial navi- 
gation. Schools for instruction exist in many quarters 
and the expense of tuition is comparatively small, Per- 
haps next year such instruction may be had in America, 
but officers will surely get much more experience with 
airships suitable for naval purposes in Europe than in 
the United States for some time to come. European 
governments have already taken up aviation as a policy, 
and it will take our Government some time to catch up, 
and when it does decide to build airships our officers 
should be ready to handle them. 

Sprague, many years ago, when a voung ensign in the 
Navy. adonted a similar measure to that proposed herein 
and founded his great reputation as an electrical en- 
gineer; and the gallant young Selfridge, of the Army, 
thus flew himself into the Army Aeronautic Corps. He 
took his summer leave of absence from West Point. and. 
applying to Dr. Alexander Graham Rell for permission 
to enter his laboratorv in Nova Scotia, was one of the 
first men to go into the air in a kite, and he became a 
leader in Army aviation. 

Then fly young man, fly into the Navy Aeronautic 
Corps! 


Cosy M. CuestTer, U.S. Navy, 
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DEPARTMENT OF THE EAST. 


In his annual report as Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., 
renews various recommendations made last year and 
not yet acted upon, and makes others concerning mat- 
ters of importance. He again urges an improvement in 
the handling of military convicts and invites attention 
to the unnecessary number of trials by summary court, 
which he ascribes to an inability to command. Perma- 
nent corps of clerks for the Judge Advocate’s Depart- 
ment is recommended and improvement in the present 
system of constructing posts; buildings are distributed 
over too great an area. The chief quartermaster needs 
a marine expert in his office, as he has fifty-one vessels 
under his command, More sizes of clothing are needed 
to insure a good fit, and greater attention should be 
paid to the fitting of shoes, with at least one monthly 
inspection of the men’s feet by the medical officers. A 
light wire frame or grommet would make the white, 
khaki or olive drab caps appear more soldierly and 
smart-looking; the present puttee canvas legging is un- 
sightly and its manufacture should be discontinued; 
all blouses should have a standing collar; the number 
of articles of uniform should be reduced; officers should 
wear the khaki and olive drab breeches with manila leg- 
gings and tan shoes. 

More officers are needed for the Engineer Corps, and 
the signal officers should be given opportunity for train- 
ing in the work of service of the lines of communi- 
cation, The subject of reorganization of Cavalry should 
be given careful consideration, the Field Artillery be 
greatly increased and at least twenty regiments added 
to the Infantry. Our troops do not march as they 
should, owing to the Jack of interest on the part of 
officers in this branch of training, and their neglect to 
give proper attention to the feet of their soldiers. Too 
little attention is given to the instruction in the use 
of the bayonet. Officers physically unfit should be 
eliminated and standard qualifications for Coast Artillery 
officers should be prescribed. Recommendations for dis- 
continuance of great gun target practice should be dis- 
regarded except where thorough investigation has estab- 
lished the justice of complaint. Our officers, especially 
those who have reached command rank, should be given 
an opportunity to travel abroad to see large bodies of well 
trained troops at maneuvers. A Service corps should 
be provided and the canteen re-established. 

On June 30, 1910, there were 660 officers and 16,179 
enlisted men in the department. Conditions are gen- 
erally reported as satisfactory and the troops efficient 
and ready for field service. There should be an an- 
nual inspection of the mobile Army under the super- 
vision of the department commander; fewer changes in 
quartermasters at large posts and a permanent post 
quartermaster responsible for all property at the post 
There were six officers tried by general court-martial 
during the year, one acquitted; 1,498 enlisted men were 
tried and ninety-five acquitted, also thirty-seven Militia 
convicts tried, beside 115 men tried by garrison court- 
martial and 6,928 by summary court. 

Special commendation is given to the chief quarter- 
master of the department for his intelligent and efficient 
discharge of his duties; important economy has _ re- 
sulted from his intelligent supervision and thorough in- 
spection of each post and station. The duties of the 
other staff officers have been satisfactory and efficient. 
The ration has been ample in quantity and excellent in 
quality; the field haversack and travel rations are com- 
mended, but not the emergency ration, which the troops 
dislike. As a whole there has been satisfactory im- 
provement in health conditions; there were 924 admis- 
sions to the hospital for the year, as against 1,040.1 of 
the previous year: anti-typhoid vaccination has been 
administered to 5,323 men. A periodic official exami- 
nation has resulted in the reduction of loss in June on 
account of venereal disease to 3,821, as compared with 
5,804 in January. 

Steadv progress has been made on the progressive map 
of the United States. With the exception of organiza- 
tions commanded by officers of junior rank the Coast 
Artillery troops are in a generally satisfactory condi- 
tion. The new Small-arms Firing Manual is an im- 
provement; more attention should be given to field firing 
and the use of the rifle under war conditions. An or- 
ganized reserve made up of honorably discharged men 
of the Regular Service and Militia should be established. 
Attention is called to the great value of the Massa- 
chieetts maneuvers, on which a special report has been 
made.

DEPARTMENT OF THE COLUMBIA 


Brig. Gen. Marion P. Maus, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Columbia, reports that during the year 
ending June 30, 1910, the practical training has been 
conducted in accordance with Army orders. 

At Vancouver Barracks most painstaking and efficient 
work was accomplished. In addition to the regular 
course, a class in the war game was voluntarily organ- 
ized, attended by practically all of the officers of the 
post, and was of much interest and very instructive. 
It is recommended that the War Department issue a 
circular prior to the next school term on the subject of 
text-books. 


Excellent results have been obtained by the en- 


couragement given to athletic exercises, games, contests, 
ete. Indoor work is proposed to give exercise and em- 
ployment in Alaska during the long, dark season. There 
has been an evident improvement in discipline and train- 
ing of troops throughout the department. The condi- 
tions in Alaska, where there was much to have beer 
desired, have been greatly improved, and on the relief of 
the troops there they, with the posts they occupied, were 
found to be in extremelv satisfactory condition. It is 
believed that troops of this department are uniformly in 
excellent condition, well equinped and can be sent out 
Vs the shortest period that should be required for any 
utv. 

Motor transportation is recommended and _ jnstruc- 
tion in marching of troops. If marches are to replace 
maneuver camps. occasionally, all the instruction as to 
security and information, formations for attack and 
defense, etc., could be had during the march. The prac- 
tice march at Atascadero in 1908 demonstrated the 
ability of the American soldier to equal the troops of 
anv army in long forced marches. 

There has been great improvement in the prepara- 
tion of the proceedings of courts-martial, and the prompt- 





ness with which trials have been completed, Many cases 
formerly tried by inferior courts have been disposed of 
by company discipline. A great many trials have not 
been had for lack of evidence. Several have been had 
that should not have been, and show failure of proper 
and intelligent investigation. ‘There is no subject of ad- 
ministration which is so important and so vital to dis- 
cipline and to the contentment of the soldier as the proper 
regulation of trials and punishments, neglect in which 
is the first cause of discontent in a command and con- 
sequent desertion. Only one summary court officer should 
be allowed to posts of ordinary size. Three commis- 
sioned officers have been tried by general court-martial 
during the year, and 299 enlisted men, as compared 
with 337 last year. Of these last 103 were cases of 
desertion, with 69 convictions; there were 2,692 trials 
by inferior courts, as against 3,482 last year. Corre- 
spondence schools are proposed to secure uniformity in 
methods of discipline. Power of summary and garrison 
courts should be materially increased. This is especially 
desirable at isolated points, such as those in Alaska. It 
is asked that means be taken to exempt officers from 
liability to jury duty. 

It is earnestly recommended that all constructing 
quartermasters in this department be abolished, as far 
as regular garrisoned posts are concerned, and that the 
work of construction therein be done through the depart- 
mental and post authorities in the same way as it was 
formerly done. The isolation of these constructing 
quartermasters from proper supervision produces the very 
conditions which the Quartermaster General complains 
of in his last annual report as to the want of properly 
qualified officers in the Quartermaster’s Department and 
consequent loss to the Government. 

Business in Alaska has declined, cost of living is high, 
no gold deposits of value have been recently developed 
and the heavy returns from placer mining appear a thing 
of the past. Steps have been taken to breed suitable 
dogs in Alaska. The large deposits of coal in the country 
should be developed. The redistribution of troops in 
Alaska is recommended, which will result in large saving. 
A depot of supplies is recommended, and a refrigerating 
plant at Fort Gibbon. Roasted coffee instead of ground 
should be issued to troops. The health of the troops has 
been very satisfactory, and there have been ten per cent. 
fewer cases of discreditable disease. The number of 
dental surgeons should be increased, and they should be 
put upon a more permanent basis. More Hospital Corps 
men are needed. , 

Instruction in the department has been very satisfac- 
tory, especially that in the field, as compared with 
previous years. Prompt payment of the troops has added 
not a little to their contentment. The work of Engineer 
officers and that of Company F, 2d Battalion of En- 
gineers, has been most important and valuable. Unusually 
good progress has been made in acquiring knowledge of 
a military character essential in this region. The work 
of the Ordnance Corps has been very satisfactory, There 
has been too much interruption in the telegraphic system, 
and the communication by wireless has been more reliable 
than that over the land lines. A wireless expert should 
be stationed at Alaska to visit, test and repair the various 
plants. Complaint is made that the Chief Signal Officer 
of the department has never been in Alaska, and it is 
impossible for anyone to understand the conditions in 
this country without actually visiting it. A Chief Signal 
Officer should be provided for the department head- 
quarters, and there should be an increase of at least 
one company in the Signal Corps troops. Portions of 
the telegraph line now operated by the military should 
be replaced by commercial lines. 

A steady improvement has been shown in target prac- 
tice with coast defense guns. The smokeless powder has 
given more uniform results than heretofore. Combined 
Militia and coast defense exercises were enthusiastically 
earried out in the Artillery District of Puget Sound; in 
the Artillery District of the Columbia but one company, 
and that less than half strength, attended the exercises. 
A protected reserve water supply is needed for all forts 
in this department. ‘The district commander should be 
relieved from the administrative command of the post at 
which he is stationed. As far as practicable small-arms 
target practice has been duly carried out. The new 
target range at Vancouver Barracks should be purchased. 
There have been 277 desertions, against 559 last year, a 
decrease of over fifty per cent. The greatest reduction 
in desertions has been made in the Coast Artillery 
Corps. Quite a proportion of organizations has had no 
desertions at all. Company discipline is not enforced as 
it should be, commanders weakening their avthority and 
losing influence by largely turning over discipline to 
summary or other courts. It is recommended that the 
marked excellence of officers for command be male a 
matter of closer individual record and credit. It is be- 
lieved that this would stimulate effort, and. being of 
record, would give a better knowledge as to officers suit- 
able for future command. The absence of so many 
company commanders is a misfortune to the Service and 
is a serious detriment to efficiency, discipline and content- 
ment of organizations, a number of which have had as 
many as five or six commanding officers in one year. 
Regirental commanders should be, as far as possible. 
required to serve with their commands. <A_ General 
Service Corps should be provided. Greater distinction 
should be made between non-commissioned officers and 
nrivates, and there should be a classification for privates. 
Elimination of undesirable officers is recommended.

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REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.A. 


Maintaining that the harmlessness of anti-typhoid 
vaccination has been demonstrated by unchallengeable 
statistics, Brig. Gen. George H. Torney, Surgeon General 
of the Army, in his annual report, urges its compulsory 
adoption in the Army in the following vigorous plea: 
“The Medical Department has accomplished all that is 
practicable in the way of voluntary vaccination against 
typhoid fever, and the innocuousness of this procedure 
has been demonstrated. Its protective value is now 
believed to be as perfectly demonstrated as any fact in 
medicine, and if it is desired by the War Department 
that the Army have the benefit of this protection the time 


has come to reauire it as a routine procedure throughout 
the Army.” Since March,. 1909, when the system was 
first instituted, medical officers of the Army have vacci- 
nated 11,338 persons who voluntarily submitted to the 
treatment. Among these there have developed three cases 
of typhoid, with no deaths. In the first case, the Surgeon 
General said, there is no doubt that the infection took 
place while the man was crossing the continent and 
before the vaccination was completed. The other two 
cases, he added, were ‘so mild that there was some douht 
as to the correctness of the diagnosis,, Among 74,450 











persobs unprotected by vaccination 306 cases of typhoid 
developed. 

The constantly non-effective rate, which is the true 
measure of the loss in efficiency of the Army from sick- 
ness and injury, was 41.48 a thousand, against 42.68 in 
1908, 46.17 in 1907 and 49.79 in 1906. The sick report 
admission rate was 1,062.99, compared with 1,188.03 for 
the previous year and 1,218.26 for 1907. The death rate 
for all causes was 4.91 and 3.02 for diseases, compared 
with 6.13 and 3.48, respectively, for the preceding year. 

The increase of venereal diseases in the year has 
blasted the hopes of those who had thought that the cam- 
paign of education was bearing fruit. The admission 
rate was 196.99, an increase over the 1908 figure of 
194.18. This is almost up to the high water year of 
1905, with its rate of 200.33. What this increase means 
is shown by the rate of 1897, which was only 84.59. So 
alarming are these figures that General Torney discusses 
these ailments at length, and says the time has come to 
handle this “peril to our Army in a frank and honest 
way, however much it may be antagonistic to public 
prudery.” However disheartening the totals may seem 
to the Army medical officer, it must be remembered that 
the proportion is even worse in civil life, a condition 
which leads the Surgeon General to the belief that 
substantial improvement in the Army in this respect is 
not to be looked for until state and municipal authorities 
awake to the necessity of severe sanitary measures. 

The admission rate for tuberculosis was from 4,08 in 
1908 to 4.74. The death rate was 0.65. The rate of 
4.74 is higher than of any foreign army except the 
Spanish, French and Dutch, while the death rate is 
exceeded only by the Spanish and French. The proper 
ventilation of barracks the Surgeon General regards as 
an important feature in the prevention of tuberculosis. 
The present allowance of air space in barracks he does 
not consider ample. ~* 

The decrease in malarial infection keeps pace with the 
increasing knowledge and facilities regarding the spread 
of the disease. The rate fell from 46.33 to 38.42 in the 
year. Alaska proved, as before, to be the most healthful 
station. The United States continental had the second 
lowest admission and non-effective rates and the highest 
discharge rate; the Philippines the second lowest dis- 
charge rate and the highest admission and death rates, 
and Hawaii the second lowest death rate and the highest 
non-effective rate. The admission rate was highest in the 
Cavalry and lowest in the Hospital Corps; the death 
rate was highest in the Field Artillery and lowest in the 
Cavalry. The incidence of tuberculosis was greatest 
for the Filipinos, next for the colored and lowest for the 
whites. For typhoid and dysentery the whites had the 
highest and the Filipinos the lowest rate, the colored 
being in the middle. Comparisons with foreign armies 
in several diseases are given. For mental diseases our 
rate, 1.62 per thousand for white troops, is the highest 
of all armies. In heart diseases our rate is lower than 
that of Spain, Austria, Belgium, Russia, Great Britain, 
France and Prussia. 

On account of the reduction in the size of the Army 
the recruits examined by medical officers in 1909 were 
23,520, against 54,885 in 1908. The rejections by medicai 
officers were 142,69 per thousand. The typhoid rate for 
admissions was 3.03 and for deaths 0.28, against 2.94 and 
0.23 in 1908. The post with the greatest number of 
cases was Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., where there were 
thirty-five admissions. Only three other posts reached 
double figures—Fort Niagara, N.Y., with eighteen cases 
of typhoid; Fort Sill, Okla., with sixteen, and Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Ga., with ten. 

Improvements under way or projected at different 
stations for sanitation purposes are noted in the report. 
Satisfactory progress in solving problems of water 
supply menaced by city sewage has been made through 
the appointment of a board, consisting of an assistant 
to the Quartermaster General and two officers from the 
office of the Surgeon General. In this way the two 
departments especially charged with sanitary responsi- 
bilities are enabled to work in unison. This board was 
organized on Oct. 13,°1909. The monthly sanitary reports 
continue to prove their value. In them overcrowding at 
a number of posts is mentioned, the majority of these 
being garrisoned by the Coast Artillery. Overecrowding 
of guardhouses is the most common sanitary error. 
General Torney is surprised to note that overhead or 
double-deck bunks, which he calls “a sanitary abomina- 
tion,” and which were believed to be obsolete in the U.S. 
Army, have reappeared at Forts Totten and Adams. At 
Fort Jay, N.Y., it was found the prisoners, beside being 
crowded together, were kept in idleness and had in- 
sufficient exercise. - 

The camps of instruction for Militia medical officers 
in the summer of 1909 proved highly beneficial to both 
Regular and state medical men. The health of the troops 
in the Philippines continues to improve year by year. 
The most important diseases showing a reduction in 1909 
were malarial fevers, diarrhea and enteritis, alcoholism, 
tuberculosis, Asiatic cholera and variola, while those 
showing an increase were typhoid, dysentery, dengue and 
venereal diseases. The increase in typhoid was due to 
two serious outbreaks, the worst being in five companies 
of the 23d U.S. Infantry at Ludlow Barracks, Parang, 
P.I., beginning in October, 1909. Many of the men 
disregarded all the sanitary orders. Despite the 
prevalency of cholera among the natives, no cases of 
the disease developed in the American Army. ‘The De- 
partment of Luzon had the highest and that of Mindanao 
the lowest admission rate. In deaths Mindanao had the 
highest and Visayas the lowest. Attempts are being 
made to eradicate beriberi from the native troops by 
changing the kind of rice eaten. So far no case of 
heriberi has been found among white civilians or soldiers. 
The surgeon at Camp Vicars, Mindanao, says that the 
Moros are probably the only soldiers in the world to go 
absolutely barefooted at all times. Even the tough-footed 
Mozos of Central America and Mexico use a leathern 
sandal on occasions, and the surgeon recommends foot 
covering for the Moro scouts. 

There were 47,378 dental operations in the entire Army 
in the year, and the report suggests an increase of den- 
tists, so that each soldier can receive at least one treat- 
ment a vear. The bilf proposed by the office of the 
Surgeon General is regarded as fitting all present neces- 
sities. It limits the number of dental surgeons to sixty. 
The assigning of several officers of the Medical Reserve 
Corps to active duty at the summer manenvers General 
Torney regards as a precedent, so that in the future 
officers of the Reserve can he called into active service 
in an emergency. He considers it of the “greatest im- 
portance” that this policy of calling into active service be 
established. While the classes remain as large as they 
are now, it is recommended that the Militia students at 
the Army Medical School be restricted. 

General Torney speaks of the high efficiency of the 
clerical work in his office, and refers regretfully to the 
inadequacy of the compensation, and passes this psycho- 
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logical judgment upon what the future has in store: “‘The 
government service threatens to become largely the refuge 
of women and of men who lack the training, the energy 
and the ambition for private success.” The women clerks, 
though willing and diligent, he finds are not as amenable 
as men to discipline. The percentage of women clerks 
in his office is twenty-three, and this he regards as too 
high, and he prefers hereafter to have only men appointed. 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Cajt. John <. A. Clark, Philippine Scouts, who left 
Manila Sept. 14 for the United States on a four months’ 
leave, will be retired from active service upon its con- 
clusion. “Captain Clark,” says the Manila Cablenews- 
American, “is known by nearly every man in the Army 
and is often referred to as a typical soldier, true and 
tried. As to his services more than one inspector gen- 
eral has referred to the Captain as being most energetic 
and capable. He has rendered many years of faithful 
service and his friends are sorry that he cannot retire 
with an officer’s pension instead of having to revert to 
the status of a non-commissioned officer. He was granted 
a certificate of merit for meritorious conduct at the Bat- 
tle of Santiago while quartermaster sergeant in the 3d 
Infantry, July 1, 1898. Captain Clark wears on his 
blouse six Service medals, one of which was for shoul- 
dering a rifie during the Civil War. He enlisted in the 
135th Indiana Volunteers on May 10, 1864, when but 
sixteen years of age, and when that regiment mustered 
out re-enlisted in the 151st Indiana Volunteers, serving 
until the close of the war. During this time the ‘boy 
soldier,’ as he was called, was under scorching fire sev- 
eral times. In 1867, after he had become of age, Captain 
Clark enlisted in the 21st Infantry, and at the expiration 
of his five years re-enlisted in the 3d Infantry, serving 
through the several non-commissioned grades until he 
was selected as regimental quartermaster sergeant in 
January, 1884. He served in that grade on the regi- 
mental non-commissioned staff of the 3d Infantry until 
his appointment as first lieutenant of Philippine Scouts 
upon the organization of the corps on July 1, 1901. 
During his career as an officer of scouts he has rendered 
most efficient service and has been highly recommended in 
reports. Captain Clark’s military career has been unique 
and he is now one of the very few men on the active 
list of the Army who have seen Civil War service.” 

The next retirement in the Navy for age will be that 
of Rear Admiral Thomas S. Phelps on Nov. 7, 1910.

Major Gen. George F. Elliott, U.S.M.C., retires for 
age Nov. 30, 1910. 

Senior Capt. Frank H. Newcomb, U.S. Revenue Cutter 
Service, who retires for age on Nov. 10, 1910, entered 
the Service as a third lieutenant March 8, 1873, having 
previously served in the Civil War as an officer of the 
Navy from November, 1863, to May, 1865. He has 
served on the Atlantic Ocean both north and south of 
Cape Hatteras, and on the Pacific Ocean he has served 
in the Arctic, Alaskan waters and elsewhere.. During 
the war with Spain he was co-operating with the Navy 
for five months. 

Capt. Albert Mertz, U.S.N., promoted rear admiral 
on Oct. 20, 1910, by the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Milton, was appointed to the Naval Academy in June, 
1867, and was graduated in 1872. His first sea service 
after graduation was on the Asiatic Station, and subse- 
quent duties included service in the Coast Survey, on the 
Wyoming, Alliance, Omaha, Marion, Minnesota, Con- 
stellation, Michigan, Fern, Essex, Glacier; at the Navy 
Yard, Boston, commanding the Newport, and was in 
charge of the Naval Magazine at St. Juliens Creek, Va. 
He was in command of the flotilla of lighthouse vessels 
during their voyage from the Atlantic coast to their 
stations in the Pacific, in 1908, and was last assigned as 
commandant of the Naval stations at Cavite and 
Olongapo, P.TI. 

First Lieut. Edmund B. Iglehart, 3d U.S. Inf., who 
was retired for disability incident to the Service on Oct. 
21, 1910, was born in Maryland April 4, 1874. He en- 
tered the Army as a private in the 1st Cavalry Sept. 1, 
1800, and served later in the 13th Cavalry. He was 
appointed a second lieutenant in the 3d Infantry Oct. 
17, 1902. He was promoted to first lieutenant in 1908. 
He was stricken with paralysis in July, 1909, while on 
duty in St. John’s College, in Annapolis. 

First Lieut. James P. Barney, 8th U.S. Cavalry, who 
retired on Oct. 21, 1910, for disability incident to the 
Service, was born in Ohio April 1, 1875. Lieutenant 
Barney served as a first lieutenant in the 3d U.S. Volun- 
teer Engineers from July, 1898, until February, 1899, 
and was appointed a second lieutenant in the 7th U.S. 
Cavalry Feb. 2, 1901. He was transferred to the 4th 
Cavalry in 1902, and was promoted to first lieutenant 
in the 8th Cavalry in 1904. 

Chief Carpenter H. LL. Demarest, U.S.N., was 
retired Oct. 10, 1910. He is a native of New York and 
was appointed a carpenter May 1, 1901. He was com- 
missioned chief carpenter May 1, 1907. 


DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 
APPLYING FEDFRAL RESTRICTIONS TO THE MILITIA, 
Circular No. 12, W.D., Division of Militia Affairs, 





Washington, Oct. 7, 1910, publishes an important opinion’ 


by the Judge Advocate General, the purport of which 
is that the requirement in the Regular Service that active 
duty must be restricted to officers under the age of sixty- 
four can be made applicable to officers of the Organized 
Militia who seek to take advantage of the Congressional 
appropriation for the support of the Militia. General 
Davis shows that in adopting a mandatory statute limit- 
ing military service to citizens between the ages of 
eighteen and forty-five Congress had in mind not only 
the question of physical efficiency, but the claims of a 
parent or guardian to service of a minor, which subjects 
the Government to the possibility of being deprived at a 
critical moment of the service of such minor by a writ 
of habeas corpus. General Davis goes on to say: 


It is conceded that the appointing power in respect to the 
commissioned officer sof the Militia is vested in the several 
states: this is a constitutional requirement which is not sub- 
ject to statutory regulation. But this power must be exer- 
cised with due and reasonable regard to the conditions of 
eligibility which have been imposed by Congress. * * 

When the General Government contributes to the support 


of the Organized Militis in the operation of a series of en- 
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actments having for their purpose to secure its efficiency as 
a branch of the constitutional military forces, it would seem 
to be within the power of the President to deny the bounty of 
the General Government to persons who, by reason of extreme 
youth or advanced age, are obviously disqualified for active 
service, or who may r bly be pr d to be unable to 
undergo the hardships of field service in time of peace, which 
is assimilated in its essential incidents to active service against 
a public enemy in time of war. 

But there is another point of view which senility as a 
disabling cause in the case of an officer of the Organized 
Militia may properly be regarded. In its legislation in re- 
spect to the Regular Army the branch of the constitutional 
military establishment which is permanently maintained by 
Congress and is required to be kept in a state of constant 
readiness for active service, Congress has itself reached a 
conclusion in respect to age, standing alone, as a cause of 
disability, and has provided for the compulsory retirement of 
all officers of the Regular Army upon reaching the age of 64. 
Although the retirement laws are restricted in their opera- 
tion to the Regular Army, and have no application to either 
the Militia or Volunteer forces, that legislation stands as an 
expression of the legislative will as to the age at which a 
military officer ceases to be able, from that cause alone, to 
encounter the hardships and vicissitudes of active military 
service in the field. ‘The effect of such legislation may, it is 
thought, properly be regarded as imposing a restriction upta 
the expenditure of funds appropriated by Congress with a 
view to secure a force of Organized Militia which shall at all 
times not only be ready for, but capable of active service in 
the field. 

It would therefore seem to be a r ble ] that 
in authorizing the contribution of considerable sums of the 
public money to defray the cost of state encampments and 
maneuvers, the Department is not obliged to compensate per- 
sons who are not able-bodied, but are disqualified by reason of 
age or obvious physical disability from rendering efficient serv- 
ice in connection with the administration of camps of instruc- 
tion or maneuver. 

Where, therefore, a regiment or other command of the Or- 
ganized Militia enters a state camp of instruction or partici- 
pates in joint maneuvers of the Regular Army and Organized 
Militia which are provided for in the annual acts of appropria- 
tion for the support of the military establishment, it would 
seem to be entirely competent for the War Department to 
describe classes of disabled persons to whom payment shall 
not be made out of funds accruing to the state in the opera: 
tion of section 1661 of the Revised Statutes, or out of funds 
provided by Congress to defray the expenses of detachments 
of the Organized Militia which in pursuance to the invitation 
of the Department, take part in joint camps of instruction and 
maneuver. 

Persons belonging to the classes named may continue to 
hold the offices which have been vested in them in the opera- 
tion of the proper appointing power of the states in whose 
Militia they serve, but it is competent for the Department to 
say that payments to such persons shall not be made out of 
funds appropriated by Congress, or accruing to the states in 
the operation of section 1661 of the Revised Statutes as 
amended. 
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FORT WALLA WALLA ABANDONED. 


In our issue of Oct. 1 last, page 19, we mentioned the 
abandonment of Fort Walla Walla, Wash., and the de- 
parture of the troops therefrom to other stations. A 
correspondent, in writing further of the abandonment of 
the fort, says: 

“The most pathetic incident of the abandonment of 
the fort was the true grief of the men of the four com- 
panies displayed upon leaving their old commander, 
Major John H. Gardner, 1st U.S. Cav. Major Gardner 
has been in command of the ‘boys’ for many years, and 
their attachment was as true and sincere. for their com- 
mander as ever portrayed in story. Major Brett is by 
no means unpopular, but Major Gardner was their 
commander. 

“Fort Walla Walla was established in the autumn of 
1858, and was an important point in the Indian wars 
of the period, the first garrison consisting of four com- 
panies of the 1st Dragoons and two companies of the 
9th Infantry, under command of Bvt. Lieut. Col. E. J. 
Steptoe. The troops occupied a log cantonment just 
east of the town of Walla Walla until the spring of 1859, 
when permanent buildings were commenced on the present 
site. The garrison remained the same—one company of 
Dragoons only being relieved—until the summer of 1861, 
when the Regular troops were ordered to other stations 
and the post was occupied by California Volunteers. 
Oregon and Washington Territory Volunteers occupied 
the post until the summer of 1867, when the troops were 
withdrawn and the buildings placed in charge of a 
quartermaster’s agent. In August, 1873, after the close 
of the Modoc War, the post was re-established, and 
occupation has been continuous to date. About four 
years ago the two brick dormitories, which accommodate 
four troops, were built at a cost of $250,000. 

“The Ist Cavalry was the first to occupy the post, and 
by a peculiar coincidence the last. They sounded the 
reveille of the post, and on Sept. 27, 1910, they sounded 
its taps. The post was abandoned once before, but by 
a technicality in the bill, which designated it as ‘Fort 
Walla Walla, Oregon,’ instead of ‘Fort Walla Walla, 
Washington,’ the act was found illegal, and the activity 
of the Washington delegation in Congress was sufficient 
to retain-the post until now. What the future of the 
fort will be is undecided. Whitman College has made a 
strong bid for the lands, and the Jones bill, which passed 
the Senate, is now before the House, and by its terms 
Whitman is to get the grounds for $150 an acre. Other 
bids have been made by private individuals, but no 
action on them has been taken. Congress, at the next 
session, will probably decide what disposition of the fort 
will be made.” 
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DANCING DRILL FOR THE ARMY. 
Omaha, Neb., Oct. 11, 1910. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Along in the seventies and eighties I served ten years 
in the Infantry, five in a European army and five in 
Uncle Sam’s; but during the last score of years or so 
my duties in the Army have been of such a nature as to 
leave me but little time to watch in detail the progress 
of this branch of the Service. 

It was my good luck to be present at the recent mili- 
tary tournament at Des Moines, Iowa, during these splen- 
did and graceful military performances which—to my 
shame be it said—came to me nearly as surprises. It was 
especially the Butts Manual that fascinated me. Every- 
thing seen on this military arena was brimful of life, 
youthful spirit, of a beauty and grace that I have not 
seen exhibited for many a year in the street, in the dance 
halls nor in the, theaters.. My first thought was: “The 
graces that I miss in public sports and amusements seem 
to have taken refuge in the Army. And may the Army 
always know how to entertain them properly!” 

The Butts musica] calisthenics not only please the eye, 





but invite reflection: Is it ble that an intelligent 
public can miss the Pon hele esson that this beautiful 
manual teaches? Such perfect motions in perfect time 
cannot be taught nor executed except under perfect disci- 
pline; and this perfect discipline has been realized—by 
what? By stern, raucous words of command and threats 
of punishment? No; by catchy and rather pretty music 
and by the prospect of public applause. 

When the 18th Infantry regiment marched out of the 
arena it was with a bearing and step the perfection of 
which I have never seen before in my thirty-one years of 
Army life. I watched sharply for an awkward foot or 
a jarring white-gloved hand out of time, but in vain—to 
mny great delight; the entire regiment moved as one com- 
pact, alert and graceful body. 

Now, need any observing civilian be told that such 
precision of motion of many hundred men is not taught 
the individual soldier in a day? Need he be told that in 
educating the soldier to act promptly under discipline 
harsh measures have been the exception, and appeal to 
his intellect and manhood the rule? The perfectly disci- 
plined soldier, or perfectly educated soldier, rather, 


, understands and keeps in mind always that if he fail to 


control his mind and muscles at a given moment he may 
spoil the beautiful effect of the regimental motion as a 
whole. And, finally, the observant civilian will no longer 
wonder why soldiers are so effective in crises that over- 
whelm the civilian authorities, for he realizes that nothing 
but intelligent training can bring the energies of the 
units to act promptly as a powerful whole at a given 
moment ,against a given object. 

But a second thought induced by this. beautiful In- 
fantry drill, and one that will not down, although I have 
attempted to suppress it because of its savor of frivolity, 
is this: These beautiful, rhythmic motions with the rifle 
afford excellent training for the arms and upper. body; 
why not go a step further and introduce equally rhythmic 
and graceful motions for the training of the legs and 
feet? .Why not do away with the old setting-up contor- 
tions and substitute dancing steps, just as they are taught 
and practiced at standard dancing schools? 

Almost everyone remembers, I suppose, what Alexander 
Pope had to say anent walking and dancing; and, per- 
sonally, I can vouch for it that in teaching a person how 
to waik naturally and gracefully nothing can take the 
place of the elementary dancing steps. 

To what extent dancing could or should be taught the 
soldier is a matter for higher and more experienced 
authorities than mine to decide; but to appreciate that 
such a training would be directly beneficial to the in- 
dividual soldier, and indirectly to the Army, and, for that 
matter, to the public at large, requires but a moment’s 
serious consideration, it seems to me. 

From my observation of dancing, in and outside the 
Army, the first difficulty we would encounter in this 
innovation is lack of competent instructors, for accurate, 
elementary dancing steps should be insisted upon before 
round and square dancing to music may be attempted. 

But when have we shrunk back before an obstacle if 
we recognized the goal as a worthy one? 

That the quality of music played at these drills has 
much to do with the promptness of motion goes without 
saying; and I should like to mention in this connection 
that it seemed to me the band leader of the 13th Infantry 
especially showed excellent taste and mastery in his 
selections, managing to intersperse real music among the 
evanescent popular song-and-dance music of the day. A 
certain two-step he played at the drills haunts me yet 
very pleasantly, and God knows I can say as much of 
but very little of the modern dance music. 

A Dancrine OLp Soxrpier. 
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MILITARY ACADEMY ATHLETICS. 


The annual report of the Army Athletic Council, U.S. 
Military Academy, is somewhat belated, as the report 
on football is dated Jan. 1, 1910; that on baseball June 
10, and that on general athletics June 30. Capt. C, A. 
Trott, U.S.A., baseball representative, says: “Of the 
twenty games played, fourteen, including the Navy game, 
were won and six were lost, resulting in a percentage of 
70. The team was a superb base running, a good field- 
ing and a fair hitting one. Its success is again, as last 
year, almost entirely attributable to Mr. Strang, the 
coach. Cadet Harrison was elected captain of the team 
on April 15. He filled the position most acceptably, 
beside playing his position on the team in his usual 
brilliant manner.” Capt. H. J. Koehler, U.S.A., expresses 
his regret that in the seventeenth annual field day “for 
the first time since this meet has been instituted here a 
class failed to enter a team. The class of 1910, while 
it had individual entries, did not compete for the inter- 
class championship. This action was all the more deplor- 
able hecause the class succeeded in winning last year, 
and had every chance of doing so again this year.” The 
next meet will be in the new gymnasium, where, with 
abundant room. better results are expected. As to 
fencing, Captain Koehler says: “No team we have yet 
developed promised so much, and yet no team made so 
poor a finish. The reason for this may be attributed to 
overconfidence, a condition common to veteran teams 
that have been successful.” Of the Saltus medals junior 
team competition, he says: “At the end of the fifth bout 
the score stood four to one against us, and another defeat 
would have lost the competition to us. Here it was 
that the team took a brace, and, in spite of all obstacles, 
the cadets, by sheer nerve and determination, succeeded 
in winning the remaining three bouts- and the competi- 
tion by the narrow margin of 5 to 4. Cocroft was easily 
the best fencer present, winning every one of his bouts.” 
At the end of the season, and one week before the big 
meet, the total score against the colleges was won sixty- 
three and lost five. The record of the basketball team 
showed fourteen victories and only one defeat. The 
increase in lacrosse has been growing gradually during 
the last three or four years; the interest in tennis is 
reviving, but hockey will have to be abandoned unless 
some permanent rink can be constructed.

Not such a bad record. 
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Lieut. Gordon Johnston, 7th Cav.,. instructor: of the 
Mounted Service School at Fort Riley, has been ap- 
pointed captain of the Army team which will participate 
in the riding contests at the horse show ,at- Madison 
Square Garden next month. With Major Henry P. Allen, 
8th Cav., Gen. Staff, Lieutenant Johnston will select the 
officers who are to compose the team. Already Lieut. I. 
S. Martin, 14th Cav., Fort Riley, and Lieut. A. R. 
Chaffee, jr., 15th Cay., Fort Myer, have. been selected. 
A pec of officers have been ordered to Fort Myer to 
give exhibitions of their horsemanship, with a view to 
ascertaining their qualifications for the team. A 
systematic attempt will be made by the War Department 
in the future to develop riding teams to represent the 
Army at horse shows and at public contests. This work 
will be put in charge of officers, who wil! occupy some- 
what the same relation toward the riding team that 
coaches do to college football teams. The work of develop- 
ing riding teams will not be confined to a few weeks or 
months before the contests, but will be carried on the 
year round. Of course, such an effort includes. the 
training and the development of suitable mounts, as well 
as the instruction and education of horsemen. This will 
be made possible through the new remount depots. Colts 
are now purchased by the War Department and trained 
at these depots. Through this system it is thought that 
horses can be obtained which will come up to the standard 
of the great horse shows of the country. It is not ex- 
pected that these results can be obtained this year or 
next, but in the course of a number of years, without 
additional expense, the government riding teams can be 
gotten together in the Army which would be able to 
capture prizes for the Service in the great horse shows. 
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Officers of the Army, as well as of the Navy, will find 
much to interest them, especially if they have seen 
Philippine service, in the discussion of sanitation problems 
in landing and expeditionary service in tropical and sub- 
tropical regions, in one of the publications of the German 
navy, which appears in an _ excellent translation by 
Pharmacist Paul J. Waldner, U.S.N., in the current U.S. 
Naval Medical Bulletin. Not enough has been made by 
the German compilers, it would seem, of the results in 
tropical sanitation and other problems of the tropics in 
the Panama Canal Zone. For example, we find the state- 
ment that “the colored races almost invariably outstrip 
the European in capacity for physical work” in the 
tropics. But the Canal Commission has not found it so, 
reporting that the Spaniards are far ahead of the West 
Indian negroes as laborers. Moreover, so attractive do 
the Spaniards find the work on the Canal that, as stated 
in our columns some weeks ago, the government of Spain 
has been compelled to prohibit the departure of laborers 
destined for Panama, as the country was being drained 
of its best workmen of that grade. We believe that the 
sanitary regeneration wrought by Colonel William C. 
Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., and his assistants in the 
Canal Zone the last six years has not been properly 
appreciated, as we find no reference to the lowering of 
the Zone death and morbidity rates, though mention is 
made of the recent improvement in health conditions at 
Singapore. Young men under twenty-one years should 
not be sent on tropical duty, it is advised, as, according 
to the investigations of Cantlie, the danger in the tropics 
to the eighteen-year-old is ten times greater than for the 
man of thirty or forty years. 
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Dr. Charles E. MacDonald, Med. Res, Corps, U.S.A., 
has returned to Fort Mott, Salem, N.J., from Liberty, 
N.Y., where he was called to do some typhoid work. The 
trip was of particular interest, as he used the new typhoid 
vaecine in treating cases, and he had a most pleasing 
result in all cases he treated. Dr. MacDonald is of the 
opinion that this vaccine is just as valuable in the treat- 
ment of the disease as it is in the prevention of the 
disease. He is quite sure that his experiment of treating 
these cases and having a most favorable result is the first 
time this work has been done on this side of the continent. 
“I do not feel,” says the Doctor in a letter to a friend, 
“that I have done anything new or unusual. Major F. F, 
Russell, Med. Corps, U.S.A., has been the active one in 
this work, and I have been guided by his advice in all 
my work. I am very enthusiastic in this work, and it 
is a coming system in the Army, both as a great curative 
and preventive vaccine. It has a great future, and I 
consider Major Russell’s researches in this work one of 
the most progressive events of the Medical Department.” 
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In an interview with a reporter of the Denver Times, 
Capt. J. A. Lockwood, U.S.A., recruiting officer at 
Denver, is quoted as follows: “Our best men are those 
who seek re-enlistment. When a soldier is discharged 
with a certificate of good service he may re-enlist within 
three months without loss of pay for the intervening time 
and receive credit for continuous service. Knowing this, 
and that Denver is the most delightful place in the 
country, many discharged soldiers come out here to spend 
what is in reality a three months’ leave. When the time 
is up they come around to see me. They have the privilege 
of expressing a preference for any particular branch of 
the Service, and they usually get what they want. In 
fact, many of them are sent to the regiments, or even 
companies, that they ask for. In talking of these men ' 
have in mind particularly the 15th Infantry, stationed 
at Fort Douglas, Utah. It is probably the most popular 
regiment in the Service with the enlisted men. Dozens 
of men discharged from the 15th have come here, spent 
their three months and re-enlisted. They all ask to be 
sent back to Fort Douglas, and whenever vacancies allow 
it we send them there.” 
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As already stated, Brig. Gen. William H. Bixby, Chief 
of Engineers, Col, C. M. Townsend, C.E., Major James 
B. Cavanaugh, C.E., Major Charles Keller, C.E., and Mr. 
John Bogart, a distinguished civil engineer of New York. 
compose a board which is making an examination of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf deeper waterways project. The board 
met Isham Randolph, the representative of the state of 
Illinois, at Chicago on Wednesday, Oct. 19, and started 
from there on a trip over the route proposed for the deep 
waterway to Cincinnati. This is one of the most per- 
plexing problems that the Engineer Corps will have to 
solve this year. There are powerful influences in favor 
of the construction of the canal, and just as powerful 
influences against it. The board of Army Engineers 








appointed by the President to examine the reclamation 
projects is expected to return to Washington by the first 
of next week. It will then devote a month to preparing 
its report, which will be submitted to Congress by the 
President. The board_is composed of Lieut. Col, John 
Biddle, C.E., Lieut. Col. William C. Langfitt, Majors 
William W. Harts, Harry Burgess and Charles W. Kutz. 
Brig. Gen. William L. Marshall, C.E., retired, accom- 
panied the board as an aid or representative of the 
President, and will assist in the preparation of its report. 

Bertam Lenox Simpson, who, under his pen name of 
Putnam Weale, has written much on Far Eastern sub- 
jects, is an Englishman with an American mother, and 
speaks Chinese as fluently as he does English. He is 
quoted by the New York Sun as saying: “Current 
opinion in the Far East is pessimistic about the security 
of America in the Philippines. The work which has been 
done there since 1898 has been excellent, but it is evi* 
dent that the Pacific is too vast an ocean to be controlled 
from such distant points as San Francisco or Honolulu, 
and that it would be child’s play for a powerful enemy 
to occupy the islands, leaving an entrenched city such 
as Manila merely isolated. Japan will never attempt 
anything against the United States unless she is pre- 
pared in every particular. The Japanese have very little 
of real animosity for the United States. But they resent 
any Western Power's assuming the rdéle of protector in 
Eastern Asia. That she actually covets the Philippines 
is doubtful. Her first aim is to establish her leadership 
in China. She knows if she can do this the game is won, 
and everything else is a matter of mere detail. In spite 
of all talk of arbitrating vital differences men retain 
their old ideas about settling disputes, and they will 
continue to work out the solution of problems that come 
to them in the old ways.” : 








Contributions of one million dollars for the world-wide 
expansion of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
$540,000 of which was given by John D. Rockefeller, 
were announced Oct. 20 at the conference of Young 
Men's Christian Association workers in the East Room 
of the White House. President Taft addressed the dele- 
gates and heartily endorsed the organization. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s gift, tendered on the condition that a like 
amount be raised, was met by contributions from many 
prominent laymen for buildings jn the Orient. A pro- 
gram for expansion of the work involves the addition of 
fifty experts in the Far East the next three years, the 
erection of forty-nine buildings in ten countries, to 
provide proper equipment for ‘such expansion and 
$1,515,000 in money to cover the cost of the equipment. 
Major General Wood commended the work of the associa- 
tion in Havana and Manila. Among other speakers were 
John Wanamaker, Professor Burton, of the University 
of Chicago; John W. Foster, George W. Perkins and 
Melville E. Stone. 
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Ex-Governor Simeon Mandae, of Ilicos Norte, who 
recently headed an uprising in the province of Nueva 
Vizcaya, Luzon, P.I., was sentenced in Manila on Oct. 
18 to twenty years’ imprisonment. He received the 
minimum sentenee by pleading guilty and turning state’s 
evidence. At the time of his capture Mandac was a 
fugitive from justice, having been convicted of homicide 
in the case of a man whom he had subjected to a “third 
degree” treatment. Mandae was captured on Sept. 2 by 
a force of Constabulary, whose efforts were greatly aided 
by the inhabitants, who were afraid of the marauding 
practices of Mandac. and were glad to see him put out 
of the way. Life imprisonment for five and sentences of 
twenty years for ten others were the punishments meted 
out to fifteen convicted murderers of Charles Trotter, an 
American planter, and two Filipino associates, in a 
decision handed down by the Philippine Supreme Court 
Sept. 8. 
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Adjutant General William Verbeck, of New York, 
under date of Oct. 6, announces the finding of the G.C.M. 
in the case of Musician Everett C. Crear, of Co. A, 10th 
Inf., who was charged with conduct prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline. The specifications alleged 
that he poured oil of pennyroyal on the face and eyes 
of an enlisted man while in camp in June, 1909, causing 
injuries to the said man for which he had to undergo 
treatment for several days. It was also charged that he 
gave false testimony regarding the above incident during 
a court of inquiry which convened in July, 1909. He 
was found guilty of the charge, and guilty of “dropping” 
oil, instead of “pouring,” and was found guilty of giving 
“evasive” testimony, instead of “false” and “corrupt,” as 
charged in the specifications. He was sentenced to dis- 
honorable discharge, and Governor Hughes approved the 
sentence on Oct. 6, 1910. 








The War Department is in receipt of a communication 
from ihe State Department transmitting from the Amer- 
ican Ambassador at Tokio a letter signed by a number of 
residents of Kariuzawa, Japan, forming a flood emergency 
committee, bringing to the notice of the American Em- 
bassy the splendid services rendered during the recent 
severe floods in Japan by 2d Lieut. George V. Strong, 
6th U.S. Cav. Lieutenant Strong has been on duty at 
the American Embassy for several years past studying 
Japanese, and at the time referred to above was spending 
the summer with his family at a Japanese resort. His 
services in connection with the construction of dams and 
bridges and the restoration of the water supply are said 
to have added materially to the safety and comfort of the 
community. The American Ambassador speaks in the 
highest terms of the officer's efficiency at a time of great 
excitement and danger. , 
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A Boston press despatch described the jeering which 
bluejackets and marines gave to a speaker on Boston 
Common on Sunday afternoon, Oct. 16, when he denounced 
the men of the Navy as a “vicious lot,’’ whose hardest 
work was putting on and taking off their uniforms, and 
said the Maine wreck had not been raised because ‘‘the 
Navy Department knew she was blown up from the in- 
side.” He invited the sailors to hear him repeat his 
charges in the evening. The men passed the word to 
their mates, and a large delegation of men from the war- 
ships greeted his night tirade with derisiveness. The 
speaker asked the police to arrest the sailors, but finally 
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decided the situation was too “warm” for comfort 

fled into the subway, followed on the run by ro Bo. 
crowd. The speaker is a restaurant cook during the week 
and a denouncer of political. institutions on Sundays. 





A memorial tablet will be erected to the memory of 
Ensign Hugh Aiken, U.S.N., class of 1906, in Memorial 
Hall at the U.S. Naval Academy on Sunday afternoon, 
Oct. 23, 1910, at 3:30. All friends are invited to attend. 
Ensign Aiken met his death by an explosion on board 
the U.S.S. North Carolina in Naples, Italy, several 
months ago. His classmates have united and arranged 
for the erection of a tablet to his memory in Memorial 
Hall, where there are many Navy officers now remembered 
in this manner. The presentation will be made by Ensign 
Owen Bartlett, U.S.N., in behalf of his class. The tablet 
will be accepted by Capt. J. M. Bowyer, U.S.N., Superin- 
tendent, U.S. Naval Academy. The address will be made 
by Ensign Douglas Howard, U.S.N. The services will 
be conducted by Chaplain Clark, U.S.N. 


Another victim of the wreck of the Maine has been 
reported to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. Gunner’s 
Mate A. B, Herness, U.S.N., who was on the Maine at 
the time of the explosion, has been examined by a medical 
board and ordered to the Naval Home at Philadelphia. 
Although Gunner’s Mate Herness has been bravely 
attempting to keep on the active list, he has been in the 
hospital for three years since the accident. His ship- 
mates report that his mind has not been exactly sound 
Since the terrible experience on the Maine. Recently he 
has been growing gradually worse, until now he is un- 
able to take care of himself. 
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The American Association for International Concilia- 
tion publishes a pamphlet by Charles M. Pepper, Com- 
mercial Advisor, Department of State, showing how the 
growth of commerce and industry is promoting peace in 
South America. Its international commerce now amounts 
to $1,500,000,000 annually, of which the United States 
has one-fifth. Europe has $3,500,000,000 invested in 
South-America, and the vast and swelling volume of trade 
depending on this is a peace fund. North American 
capitalists are interested in South American mines, and 
to some extent in railways, and the establishment of the 
Pan-American bank, which will help the expansion of 
commerce, is not so remote. 
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Gen. José Maria Valladares, commandante at Amapala, 
on the west coast of Honduras, who stirred up trouble for 
the government of Honduras by his conduct toward the 
foreign consuls, has given up his office and departed, 
presumably for the capital, Tegucigalpa. Comdr. Charles 
H. Hayes, U.S.N., of the gunboat Princeton, which ar- 
rived there aecently, sent word to the Navy Department 
Oct. 17 that he had called upon Valladares and informed 
him of the complaints of the foreign representatives at 
Tegucigalpa against him. Before leaving Amapala General 
Valladares wrote a letter to Commander Hayes denying 
the charges of the foreign consuls. The only trouble he 
had had, he asserted, was with foreign merchants. 





An explosion of a ton of black powder in the E..I. Du 
Pont powder factory at Wayne, N.J., took place Oct. 20, 
killing two men and seriously injuring a third. Windows 
were broken as far away as Caldwell, nine miles distant. 
In the villages of Wayne and Lincoln Park, both about 
a mile from the factory, the damage was considerable. 
In the corning mill the solid cakes of pressed powder are 
passed between brass rollers, and it is believed that a 
small piece of metal in the powder caused a spark. 
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George Kent Shuler, of New York, and David Sheldon 
Barry, jr., of the District of Columbia, have passed the 
physical examination for appointment to be second lieu- 
tenant in the Marine Corps. Some time ago they passed 
the mental examination, and were only awaiting for 
vacancies to report. These occurred as the result of the

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Col. E. M. Weaver, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., Chief 
of the Division of Militia Affairs, in compliance with 
requests received from the adjutants general of several of 
the states and territories, publishes, in Circular 10, 1910, 
from his division, the scheme of organization of the Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs and the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the division, together with the rules adopted for 
the government of the employees thereof, 
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Of the 1,537 appeals filed in the office of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury during the last fiscal year 1,022 
were from the Auditor of the War Department, a decrease 
of 287, and 227 from the Auditor of the Navy Depart- 
ment, an increase of 40. Six Navy Department appeals 
and twenty-four War Department appeals were on hand 
at the close of the year. 
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Advices were received at the War Department on 
Wednesday, Oct. 19, that the storms along the Atlantic 
coast had completely destroyed the torpedo wharf at Key 
West. The causeway to Fort Taylor was also destroyed, 
and the fills to the batteries were injured. ‘The wind 
at that point on the coast is reported to have blown at 
the rate of 100 miles per hour. . 


The Acting Secretary of War on Oct. 21 announced the 
detail of Col. W. S. Schuyler, 5th U.S. Cav., to the 
General Staff, to relieve Col. M. M. Macomb, 6th Field 
Art., when the latter is promoted to brigadier general, 
and Capt. M. C. Kerth, 23d Inf., to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the relief of Capt. P. W. Davison, 22d Inf.

At that time there was no higher grade in the Navy, and 
he was the first Vermonter to attain that rank.” In 
accepting the portrait on behalf of the state, Governor 
Mead paid a high tribute to the deeds of Vermonters in 
the military and naval service.

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QUARTERMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Longer tours of duty of quartermasters at posts and 
stations and a Service Corps are urged in the annual 
report of Brig. Gen. J. B. Aleshire, Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, made public Oct. 21. He also recom- 
mends an increase in the number of officers for the 
department. In discussing the Service Corps, the 
Quartermaster General says: “It is thought an efficient 
Service Corps can be organized and competent clerks, 
mechanics, etc., recruited under the following designations 
and rates of pay per month, first enlistment: Master 
electrician, for duty at posts where lighting plants are 
operated and owned by the United States, same rate of 
pay as master electrician, Coast Artillery Corps, $75. 

rst class electrician sergeants, for duty in charge of 
small plants and at posts where current is purchased and 
as assistants to master electricians—Same designation 
and rate of pay for first class electrician sergeants, Coast 
Artillery Corps, $45. Mechanics—Engineers, plumbers, 
wheelwrights, carpenters, tinners,; blacksmiths, farriers, 
painters, saddlers, harness makers, $45, the same rate of 
pay as first class sergeants, Signal Corps, and first class 
electrician sergeants, Coast Artillery Corps. Sergeants, 
first class—Clerks, teachers, forage masters, superinten- 
dents of transportation, $45, the same rate as sergeants, 
first class, Signal Corps, and first class electrician 
sergeants, Coast Artillery Corps. 

Sergeants, second class—Train maters, wagon masters, 
overseers, packmasters, foremen, clerks, checkers, $36, the 
same as sergeants of Ordnance, Engineers and Signal 
Corps. 

Corporals — Assistant wagon masters, cargadores, 
printers, clerks, range riders, $24, the same as corporals 
of Engineers, Ordnance and Signal Corps. 

Privates, first class—Teamsters, packers, hostlers, 
stablemen, storekeepers, scavengers, caretakers, ware- 
houemen, gardeners, $18, the same as privates, first class, 
of Ordnance, Engineers and Signal Corps. 

Privates, second class—Laborers, watchmen, mes- 
sengers, janitors, $15, the same as a private on the line. 

Cooks, the same as now authorized, $30; firemen, the 
same as Coast Artillery Corps, $30. .

WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


The War Department has. refused to permit the state 
of Wyoming to take charge of the schooling of the officers’ 
and enlisted men’s children at Fort D. A. Russell, believ- 
ing it to be in the highest degree inexpedient to permit 
the exclusive control of education of the children at a 
military post to pass into the jurisdiction of the county 
school board. Conflict of jurisdiction and policy would 
be sure to arise which would be beyond the power of the 
Department to settle. Chaplain George C. Stull, U.S.A., 
proposed to charge the state of Wyoming with the duty 
of maintaining a public school on the military reserva- 
tion, its school authorities to appoint teachers and select 
a course of study. The commanding general of the De- 
partment of Missouri withheld his approval of the plan, 
‘and was sustained by the War Department. 

The ruling of the War Department in the case of Asst. 
Surg. Charles W. Winne, to the effect that an officer has 
no right to count service under a previous commission 
as a part of the period required by law to warrant his 
advancement to the rank of captain, is sustained. “The 
law has not been changed substantially since the Winne 
case was decided in 1874,” said the Judge Advocate 
General, “and as no new considerations are presented the 
interpretation placed upon Section 17, Act of July 28, 
1866, in the opinion of this office, is warranted by law, 
and that the Winne case decision should -not be revised.”

WHEN THE DECLARATION WAS SIGNED. 


In an article by Albert Payson Terhune, published 
in the Evening World, New York, it is stated that the 
Declaration of Independence was not signed on July 4, 
1776, but some time later in the year, but that it was 
adopted on that date. The Ladies’ Home Journal for 
July, 1910, page 17, says the Declaration ‘‘was adopted 
in toto and signed July 4, in the evening.” An Army 
officer stationed in the Philippines noted these conflicting 
statements, and writes: : 

“After all these years of thinking that the Declaration 
was signed on July 4 I dislike to change my mind, and 
I hope Terhune is wrong. What do you know about 
this? It is a too important matter to be left in doubt.” 

In reply to an inquiry as to the matter, Mr. Albert 
Payson Terhune writes, from the editorial rooms of the 
New York World: “I cite on the enclosed sheet such 
authorities as I have at hand. At the Astor Library, in 
any of several histories, you can substantiate my facts. 
The book I herewith quote from is an authorized govern- 
ment publication.” 2 

Excerpts from “The Story of the Declaration of 
Independence” (a government publication, issued at 
Washington, 1904) : 

“The (Congressional) Journal shows that no one 
signed it that evening (July 4) except Mr. Hancock and 
Mr. Thomson (President and Secretary of Congress).” 

“In the Journal of July 19, 1776 * *-.* ‘That the 
Declaration: passed on ‘the:4th of ‘July! be fairly engrossed 
on parchment?!* bs>:s*1rm¥ that? helsame,' when en- 





grossed, be signed ‘by’ ever¥ ‘thenfbet of? 

“On Aug. 2 the Dediaratioe oe ‘toes ‘signed - by 
all the members. of Congress present.’’ . ; 

“Wythe signed it about Aug. 27; Richard Henry Lee, 


Gerry and Wolcott. in ee mber. Thornton in the 
Revemnet following, and McKean later, probably in 


“Jefferson, in his memoirs,” Mr: Terhune adds, “states 
that the Declaration was signed on the evening of July 
4, a statement denied at the time and disproved by the 
Congressional Journal. and by later historians. The 
‘Story, of the Declaration of Independence’ refers to this 
as an ‘Error of Mr. Jefferson in regard to the signing, 
Jefferson, as you know, was notoriously inaccurate.” 

As official effect was given to the Declaration on July 
4 by the signature of the proper officers it would appear 
that Jefferson’s statement was not “inaccuraté,” if not 
altogether complete. The signatures added Aug. 2 gave 
no additional effect to the Declaration. Thus July 4 
is the proper date for celebrating the declaration of 
our independence, 


SHOP MANAGEMENT IN NAVY YARDS. 


To THe Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

, Those who are acquainted with ex-Engineer-in-Chief 
Melville will be able to make the proper allowances in 
reading his letter on “Shop Management in Our Navy 
Yards,” printed in your issue of Oct. 8. Those who are 
not acquainted with him will be surprised, if not pained, 
to find a naval officer indulging in. personalities when 
discussing a question which interests all who seek what 
is best for the Service, and who are, therefore, glad to 
adopt any measure, however opposed to their own pre- 
conceptions, which shall achieve this desirable end.. 

The public press is no place for insinuations - of 
“specious” advocacy of “inaccurate”. or “irrelevant ideas” 
or “Ten Commandment” truisms, except on the well 
known legal principle of abusing the plaintiff’s attorney 
when you have no case; nor is the publie press a proper 
place for answering such insinuations. 

The system, which the ex-Engineer-in-Chief assumes to 
be that of my preference, needs no defense from me. 
Those who have tested it and found it satisfactory are 
quite ready to speak in its favor. The best methods are 
none too good for the Navy. I feel sure that, eventually, 
they will be installed in our yards. I care not by what 
name they are called or whence derived. 

I do not doubt the ex-Engineer-in-Chief in the least 
when he says that he is unaware of such salaries as the 
one I mentioned, fifty thousand dollars annually to the 
superintendent of a certain -huge industrial plant. That 
he does not know of such salaries is, of course, no proof 
of their non-existence. More than half the human race 
do not know. that the world is round. 

The statement that “the most progressive establish- 
ments” are opposed to “the concentration and consolida- 
tion of shops” is unsupported by instances adduced. ‘The 
multiplication of shops doing the same kind of work, as 
under the old bureau plan, may be favored somewhere, 
possibly, but it hardly commends itself to that “common 
sense” upon which he lays no more than the proper 
stress. Establishments with this tendency would most 
profitably be sought in the list of bankrupts. It is 
astounding to infer his approval of the ancient navy yard 
system from the remark that “the question of navy yard 
management” is “a very old question, and we have had 
it solved for a great many years.” I was mistaken, it 
seems, in thinking that particular solution wholly dis- 
credited and without defenders. If so admirable, why 
does he commend the present policy, which eliminates it? 

I have elsewhere said that the earnestness with which 
the subject is now being attacked forbids any doubt that 
a fitting organization and administration in our shore 
establishments will be sought and adopted, but it may be 
confidently predicted that “the general lines on which 
the navy yards were conducted before the Newberry 
scheme” will be conspicuous by their absence. 

I am forced to wonder whether the ex-Engineer-in-Chief 
has read with any care my article in The. Independent 
for Sept. 15, which he criticizes. It was a frank recogni- 
tion of what.has been done and is now doing; a-counsel 
of hope and appreciation, not of despair and depreciation, 
It indicated the difficulties, which it did not seek to evade 
or ignore, and it pleaded for that training which alone is 
needed to enable our men, the very best of material 
intrinsically, to undertake with self-reliance and to :dis- 
charge with credit their important responsibilities when 
detailed as shop managers. TI trust that no one will form 
a judgment without consulting my own words. oe

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POWERS OF THE COMPANY COMMANDER. 


To Tne Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In the Journal of the Military Service Institute for 
October, under the heading of summary punishment and 
summary court, by Capt. Marr O'Connor, A.J.A. in 
Iloilo, I notice some very good medicine, as our Indian 
friends would say, but I think the company commander 
should be given more discretionary powers in dealing 
with a certain class of men in the Service. The present 
system of getting rid of worthless men is wrong in many 
ways. One is under the allowance plan that a man 
can in one year commit, say, five offenses, each one 
serious enough for summary court, but not enough for 
general court-martial, and then he will be good until he 
has outlawed the first or second and then start again. 
As this will keep him about half the time in the guard- 
house, the captain or other officer in command should 
be aHowed to discharge him, the same as a business firm 
would do for dereliction of duty, and let him make place 
for someone else who is better fitted for the Service. 
Another remedy which might reduce the number of what 
I call guardhouse habitués is the adoption of the English 
park drill, where for certain minor misdemeanors the 
soldier, instead’ of being fined, is sentenced to so 
may heurs park drill daily with full field kit and -con- 
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finement to the barracks. A club. over the heads of some 
others would. be of better use than mild corrective 
measures. I mean for those who are from the slums and 
consider themselves tough. But the Army Regulations 
forbid such punishment; so the only way open to get 
rid of that kind is summary court or general | court- 
martial. I would like to see the recommendations of 
Captain O’Connor tried, for it might reduce the number 
of prisoners in the guardhouse. As it stands now, the 
summary court is about the only way to pu 
corrigible and some that are not incorrigible. Another 
way would be to create two of privates, ‘first and 
second class, and allow some small amount of pay per 
day for good conduct, as the English do. oe 
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FOR AN ARMY DENTAL CORPS.

The following suggestions if incorporated into a bill 
would be suitable legislation for an Army Dental Corps: 

One dental surgeon for each regiment. Official title: 
Dental Surgeon. Dental surgeons to have a status on 
about the same lines which provide chaplains for the 


Army; with advancement in rank and pay for length of 
service, and retirement for age or disability. : 

The dental surgeon to belong to the staff of the Regi- 
mental Commander. A dental surgeon to serve three 
years as a contract dental surgeon. If his services are 
satisfactory he may then be appointed a regimental dental 
surgeon, with the rank of first lieutenant. After seven 
years of service, provided he passes. a proscribed ex- 
amination, to be given the rank of captain. : 

Three dental surgeons to have the rank of major, after 
ten years of service. The duties of these dental surgeons : 
To act as dental supply and purchasing officers; to act 
on boards of examination together with officers of the 
Medical. Corps, for candidates to: the Dental Corps; to 
examine reports of dental operations, requisitions, ex- 
penditures, etc. 5 

Under the above plan a suitable and efficient Dental 
Corps for the Army could be maintained, and all em- 
barrassment to the Medical Corps and Medical Reserve 
Corps would be eliminated. 

The dental surgeons would be able to keep the teeth 
‘and mouths of the entire command under constant ob- 
servation and treatment, thereby maintaining a higher 
efficiency than is possible in constantly changing from 
one station to another, and from one regiment to an- 
other.

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“The transport Warren,” writes a correspondent, 
“which is now used as an interisland transport for the 
military posts of the Philippine Islands, left Manila on 
Sept. 9 for her regular tour of calls at many of the Army 
posts. An ill fate seemed to follow the Warren out, for 
at one o’clock in the morning of the next day, Sept. 10, 
the Warren ran aground just off the island of Mindoro. 


Upon investigation it was found that the exact location 
where the Warren grounded was the only spot in the 
Cape Verde passage that was of soft mud, the entire 
surrounding submarine coast being of coral reefs. 
“Warren was heavily laden with live stock, freight and a 
large passenger list, so it was a happy accident that at 
least she chose a soft spot. -It is said that the officer on 
watch on the Warren mistook the Santiago lighthouse 
and was running out of his course when the master of 
the Warren appeared on the bridge. He inquired as to 
the position of the ship, and, not recognizing the sur- 
rounditigs, ordered the ship to be swung around. In so 
doing the ship ran too near land, and was only saved 
from Being a total wreck by the mudbank. No harm at 
all was sustained by the transport. Cable advices sent 
from the distressed transport soon brought tugs, and 
everything possible to help the Warren’ float. again, but 
all proved in vain. At last the transport Sheridan, which 
was loading at Manila, preparatory to leaving for the 
United States, was sent to Mindoro by the chief quarter- 
master at Fort Santiago. Manila, to help. The ship was 
lightened of cargo, and hawsers were attached from the 
Warren to the Sheridan. The night after the Sheridan 
arrived when the tide rose the Warren was floated. No 
damage was done, and the ship proceeded on its way 
to''the southern islands. An opportunity was given pas- 
sengers who desired to return to Manila on the Sheridan, 
but not a single soul would leave the Warren. The 
Sheridan returned to Manila. The master of the Sheri- 
dan, Capt. Joseph M. Healley, knows the Philippine 
waters so well that his ability and experience proved 
most valuable in this incident.” 
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IMPORTANT ORDER TO ARMY COMMANDERS. 


We give below an advance copy of a General Order of 
the War Department and of a circular letter of instruc- 
tions accompanying the order, which are ready fer issue 
at an early date. Taken together, these inaugurate a 
change in the administration of Army affairs the inypor- 
tance and far-reaching effect of which are at once 
apparent, as pointed out in an article appearing on our 
editorial page: : 

G.0. No. —, W.D., WASHINGTON, OCT. —, 1910. 

1. Division and department commanders will be held _ re- 
sponsible for the efficiency of the troops stationed in their divi- 
sions and departments, and will endeavor by all proper methods 
to make administrative routine secondary to field fitness. 

2. Before starting on the inspections required by Par. 191, 
Army Regulations, department commanders will so. arrange the 
administrative work of their departments as to admit of their 
protracted sojourn at the posts visited by them, since only by 
prolonged and intimate association with the ersonnel of each 
post may they assure themselves of post conditions as required 
by Par. 191, Army Regulations, and determine the proper cor- 
rective measures to improve efficiency when it falls below what 
is deemed a proper standard. Oe 

3. Department commanders may be panied and te 
in these inspections by one officer of each of the arms to be in- 
spected. Such officer shall not pertain to the garrison being in- 
spected. : 

“ Post commanders, in observance of Par. 201, Army Regu- 
lations, will exercise constant and direct personal supervision of 
the practical and theoretical instruction of their commands. 

5. In order that the maximum amount of time may be de- 
voted to the practical and theoretical instruction of troops, divi- 
sion,. department and pest commanders. will reduce official cor- 
respondence at. their headquarters to the minimum consistent 
with efficient administration. To this end post commanders will 
dispose of matters of routine as far as practicable personal 
interview with the individuals concerned at such hours as will 
least interfere with the instruction of their commands. 

6. In carrying. out. the‘provisions of_this order, division, de- 
partment and post commanders will leave subordinate com- 
manders as much latitude as to initiative as may be consistent 
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“with: supervisi and will hold such subordinates strictly 
reaponsitic for results obtained. 
y order of the Secretary of War: - 
LEONARD WOOD, Major General, Chief of Staff. 


War Department, Washington, Oct. —, 1910. 

Sir: The purpose of G.O. No. —, D., ¢.s., is to secure 
throughout the Army . maximum amount of practical and 
theoretical instruction of a character that will fit officers and 
enlisted men for service under war conditions, in so far as 
this end may be accomplished by insisting on the type of in- 
spection contemplated in Par. 191, Army Regulations. Full 

mmpliance with this order requires that all connected with the 
military service, and —— department and post commande 
should make every reasonable effort to lessen the demands o’ 
administration, and devote the maximum of thought and energy 
to training for field fitness under war conditions. Tactical train- 
ing and efficiency must take precedence over administrative 
routine, without impairing the effectiveness of the latter. This 
calls for more continuous personal supervision on the part of 
department ‘and post commanders of: the practical and theo- 
retical instruction of troops under their command than has been 
observed in the past. uch supervision by post commanders 
should be continuous, and you will take the necessary steps to 
see that such is the case in the posts of rp department. As 
far as practicable, post administration will not allowed to 
interfere with the instruction work of a single officer or man, 
and the administration work at post headquarters will be per- 
formed at such hours.as not to interfere with the actual: in- 
struction or supervision of instruction by the post commander. 

ard of officers has recently been convened at the War 
Department to make a thorough investigation into the methods 
of record and correspondence in force in the several bureaus 
and offices of the department and to report in detail as to the 
present working of said systems and in what respects modifica- 
tions therein should be made to assure a more prompt, efficient 
an ical disposition of. busi , and to eliminate any 
duplication of business; one object of this is to secure a greater 
proportion of time in the Service at large for uninterrupted in- 
struction work. Similarly, you will endeavor by all proper 
means to reduce the paper work connected with the administra- 
tion of your department, and will insure a like endeavor on the 
part of all post commmanders within your department. 

G.0. No. —, W.D., ¢.s., contemplates that you will so. ar- 
range the administrative affairs at the headquarters of your de- 
partment as to enable you to be absent therefrom for extended 
periods without detriment to efficient administration, for it is 
believed that inspections at large posts of two or more arms, in 
order to secure the results desired, may have to be prolonged 
for a week or even more. This appears to be the best prac- 
tical method of obtaining tactical supervision by general officers, 
so long as conditions do not permit of having the tactical com- 
— appropriate to their rank continuously assembled at one 
point. 

Your inspections will extend to all matters embraced in the 
provisions of existing instruction orders relating to practical 
and theoretical instruction. In the mobile Army and Coast 
Artillery tests in firing may be omitted, as this feature is cov- 
ered by the regular target practice. In the Coast Artillery the 
inspection will embrace ‘the handling of all armament and equip- 
ment in service, and when practicable should be so timed that 
you may witness target practice. 

In the inspection of troops armed with the saber especial at- 
tention will be paid to proficiency in the use of this arm by 
officers and men, both mounted and dismounted; this will in- 
clude fencing, mounted and dismounted. In the inspection of 
troops armed with the bayonet especial attention will be given 
to the actual proficiency of the troops in its use as a weapon; 
this will be demonstrated by actual bayonet fencing. Officers of 
Cavalry and Infantry regiments will be required to be suffi- 
ciently proficient to be qualified as instructors of their men in 
the skilful use of saber and bayonet. 

In the inspection of all mounted troops there will be an 
actual trial of officers and men over obstacles of r ble stiff- 
ness, including hurdles, ditches and other obstacles simulating 
those which would be encountered in crossing ordinary country. 
All mounted officers .of regiments, of whatever grade. will he 
required to take these obstacles, and the inspection will includ 
a rigid examination of officers’ mounts, and in all cases where 
Private mounts do. not come up to the required standard you 
will take the necessary action to insure stoppage of pav and 
forage for the same. All cases where officers are unable to 
comply with this test will be reported to the Adjutant General. 
_ Like thoro ghness and observance of essentials will character- 
ize the inspeétions made and instruction given in all details of 
field work; and the exercises. given by-you in your inspections 
to determine tactical. efficiency -will not. be confined to drill move- 
ments, but’ will embrace practical field-problems suited to the 
nature and strength of. the command under inspection.

Should this source of supply not be suffi- 
cient, the remainder will be supplied by purchase, as hereto- 
fore. Requisitions for horses should be submitted annually 
and forwarded through regular channels in time to reach the 
office of the Quartermaster General on or before March-1 of 
each year. Issues of horses from remount depots will be 
made as soon as practicable after the receipt of requisitions. 

8. As the young horses furnished from the remount depots 
will generally have been handled only with a view of making 
them gentle and accustoming them to weight carrying and 
preparing them to receive their military training, they should 
upon receipt at pusts or by organizations to which they are 
assigned, receive a careful course of training under the super- 
vision of a graduate of the Mounted Service School whenever 
it is possible to obtain one, otherwise under a carefully select- 
ed and competent officer, before being placed in the ranks for 
regular military duties as troop and battery horses. Such 
training will continue as long as is necessary to qualify the 
horses thoroughly for the ranks, generally not less than one 
year. If the horses thus turned in are under five years old 
they should have only moderate field service; six years old, 
full field service. In this training the fundamental princi- 
ples laid down in the Service manuals or taught at the Mount- 
ed Service School will be followed.

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FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE ARMY. 

We give elsewhere in this issue, page 211, an advance 
copy of an important order soon to be issued and of the 
circular letter from the Adjutant General explaining the 
order. These will work an entire change in the adminis- 
tration of Army departments. To follow the directions of 
Headquarters it will be necessary for a department 
commander to spend a week or more at each 
post in his command. Where there is more than 
one arm of the Service represented at the post the 
department commander will be accompanied by an officer 
from each of them, who will be detailed to inspect the 
troops of his service. The department commander will 
make a general inspection, but he is not to make it “so 
general” that he will overlook important features of the 
work done at the post. It is expected that the department 
commander, after making an inspection, will make recom- 
mendations for improvements in the troops without wait- 
ing for his annual report, and he will be urged to make 
the corrections at once. Furthermore, if he sees any 
improvements that should be made in handling the troops 
at a station he will not only make the suggestions to the 
commanding officer, but will be expected to assist in 
making these changes while he is at the post. 

Under the new order the department commander will 
be expected to spend more time away from his head- 
quarters than has been the practice in the past. The 
administrative duties of the department will be shifted to 
other shoulders as far as possible, and the commander 
will be expected to devote himself more exclusively to his 
military duties. Of course, the department commander 
will still be held responsible for the administration of 
the affairs of his department, but it is proposed to relieve 
him of many of the details, so that he can have more 
time for inspections and the instruction of the troops 
under his command. 

By another General Order Par. 12, Manual of Guard 
Duty, 1908, controlling details for guard duty, will be 
made mandatory. ‘There will also be some other changes 
in the regulations which will amplify the idea in Par. 12, 
By this change guard duty will be assigned to one of 
the organizations of a post or a command. For instance, 
at a regimental post guard duty will be performed by a 
company, platoon, section or a squad, instead of by details 
from the different companies. ‘This arrangement will 
prevent the disturbance of all the companies of the regi- 
ment each day by details for guard duty. Officers will 
not only be required to follow this general plan in detail- 
ing troops for guard duty, but for other duties. Thus 
the company will be left undisturbed by the detachment 
of any of its members for at least eleven days, and 
until the whole company is required for guard duty,. This 
will increase the opportunities for drill and military 
instruction. It will give the officers an opportunity to 
increase the military efficiency of their commands, and it 
is thought will do much to raise the standard, ,of,. the 
Army. anh 

Serious consideration is being given by the War De- 
partment to plans by which all field officers of the mobile 
Army, as fast as they become available, and a limited 
number from the Coast Artillery Corps, will be detailed 
to take the special ten weeks’ course for the field officers 
at the Army Service School, Fort Leavenworth. A keen 
interest has been taken in the course since the announce- 
ment of its character by the War Department. A large 
number of voluntary applications have been received from 
the mobile Army, and it is quite possible that in 1911-12 
two, and perhaps three, consecutive compulsory classes 
can be arranged. It is being urged that ten weeks’ 
absence from regiments by twelve or fifteen field officers 
at a time will not be seriously felt, in comparison with 
the tactical benefits which this short but thorough course 
will confer on the Army at large. There are some in the 
Army who think that the War Department has gone 
mad over theoretical education, but observation made at 
the maneuver camps indicates that a large number of field 
officers cannot boast of too great tactical knowledge. At 








least, this is the opinion of a majority of the officers on 


the General Staff. 

Almost daily sessions during the past two weeks have 
been held by the board appointed by the Acting Secretary 
of War to investigate the business methods of the War 
Department. Following the instructions of the subjoined 
orders, issued by the Acting Secretary, the board is 
taking a wide scope in making its investigation. No 
recommendations for any change in the Department’s 
methods have taken any definite form. A great many 
subjects have been discussed in a general way, but so far 
no conclusions have been reached, and it is impossible at 
this time to forecast what will be the report of the board 
to the Secretary of War. A reference to this board will 
be found in the circular of the Adjutant General referred

to above: The following are the orders under which 
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the board is working: 
Orders: War Department, Washington, Sept. 29, 1910. 

A board is hereby appointed to make a thorough investiga- 
tion into the methods of record and correspondence in force 
in the several bureaus and offices of the Department, and to 
report in detail as to the present working of said systems, 
and in what respects modifications therein should be made to 
insure a more prompt, ient and 1 posit of 
business. The board should examine fully into the methods 
of record and report a plan which will eliminate any duplica- 
tion or reduce it to the lowest limits compatible with the 
proper transaction of work. The board is further directed to 
examine into the financial systems in force in the bureaus 
and report upon the efficiency thereof, and particularly with 
reference to the consolidation and simplification of this class 
of business. The lines of investigation laid down herein are 
not in any way exclusive of other related subjects, as the 
board is expected, under these orders, to make a detailed ex- 
amination of the business methods of the Department in all 
respects, with a view to determining whether further efficiency 
and economy in administration can be secured. The board 
shall have tree access to the records and business of the 
several bureaus and offices, and chiefs of bureaus are directed 
to extend the fullest measure of assistance to the board and 
to co-operate therewith.

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OIL FUEL IN THE NAVY. 


The Navy Department, under date of Oct. 4, 1910, has 
issued orders giving specific instructions for the guidance 
of all officers on board vessels burning oil fuel. Oil as 
supplied to vessels of the Navy is non-explosive and diffi- 
eult to ignite in bulk, but the vapor from the oil is 
explosive when mixed with the air, and, being heavier 
than the air, it tends to accumulate in low levels, such 
as bilges and the bottom of the ship’s tanks. Hereafter 
when oil is being received on board ships no naked light, 
smoking nor electrical apparatus likely to spark will be 
permitted within fifty feet of the oil hose or oil tank. 
No naked light nor electrical apparatus likely to spark 
will be permitted at any time within the compartment 
containing the oil fuel tank. No one will be allowed to 
enter a fuel oil tank until it has been gas-freed by the 
use of steam, and any person then entering the tank 
must have a life line around his body, properly tended, 
in order that he may be hauled out if overcome by gas. 

The settling tank will be dispensed with in the oil fuel 
burning machinery of the battleships. Even before the 
accident on the North Dakota, which occurred at Hamp- 
ton Roads last month, the officers of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering had decided that settling tanks were not 
necessary in the burning of oil fuel. It is pointed out 
that even if a little water did remain in the oil it would 
be consumed by the coal fire used to make steam as soon 
as the oil was sprayed on the live coal fire and itself took 
fire. Where oil is consumed in regular oil burners it is 
claimed that there is not enough water in it to interfere 
with its use when it is not passed through a settling tank, 
The accident in the North Dakota only hastened the day 
for the removal of settling tanks from oil burning 
machinery. This accident showed that they are not only 
useless, but increase the danger of burning oil. As the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering is endeavoring to reduce 
the danger of burning oil to a minimum, settling tanks, 
after the North Dakota accident, were doomed. Some of 
the most careful students of the fuel problem are opposed 
to the use of oil in battleships. It is impossible to handle 
oil in a battleship with as much safety as in a merchant- 
man. It cannot be ventilated on a battleship as it is on 
a merchant ship: Beside this, with all the safeguards, 
it is insisted by some that oil on a battleship increases 
the ‘danger of explosions. There is an impression in the 
Navy that the accounts of a number of serious accidents 
in’foreign’ havies by oil burners have been suppressed 
While the details of all accidents in the American Navy 
are in the next morning’s papers, all that is ever known 
of foreign accidents is that so many officers and men lost 
their lives. No account of the cause of the accident is 
ever made public. 
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Instead of the Government shrinking from submitting 
the wreck of the Maine to a general inspection, as some 


ill-advised critics have hinted,-lest it might reveal the 


battleship was sunk by an internal explosion, the plans ap- 
proved by the President and the Secretary of War, which 
were explained in our issue of Oct. 15, favor the coffer- 
dam principle, because it is the best adapted to preserving 
the present condition of the wreck. Moreover, the special 
board of Engineer officers has recommended that repre- 
sentatives of Spain be invited to examine the wreck. In 
discussing the superiority of the coffer-dam, in a 
memorandum to the Secretary of War, dated Oct. 10, 
Gen. W. H. Bixby, Chief of Engineers, says that the 
wreck has been so weakened by its long submergence that 
air pressure and chains used to float it might “alter the 
present condition decidedly,” and “it appears especially 
desirable that, prior to removal, the wreck shall be ex- 
posed to view in condition as little changed as possible, 
so that its present actual condition may be easily and 
fully inspected and thoroughly known.” After the wreck 
is once exposed General Bixby foresees there will be need 
of other expenditures. “On the supposition,” he says, 
“that Congress may prefer that the wreck receive a deep 
sea burial, and be thereby disposed of beyond resurrec- 
tion, there will remain the work of removing the wreck 
itself and the coffer-dam and restoring the adjoining 
harbor to its condition before the date of the wreck.” 
This work may require, he thinks, a further appropriation 
from Congress not exceeding $200,000. ‘The Cuban 
gevernment has already placed at the’ disposal of the 
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‘American board on preliminary work at Havana the use 
of. a storage yard, a good dock front, steam hoisters, 
dredgers, pile drivers and pumping apparatus. In the 
report to the Chief of DPngineers, U.S.A., Col. W. M. 
Black, Corps of Engrs., senior member of the special 
board, which includes two other Engineer officers—Lieut. 
Col. M. N. Patrick and Capt. H. B, Ferguson—the board 
deems it wise to begin the actual work of raising the 
wreck at once. It believes that if the plans it proposes 
are carried out there need be no fear of even a severe 
hurricane. Subsequent borings will indicate no marked 
departure from the conditions disclosed by borings already 
made. “The board,” says the report, “does not consider 
it is charged with any examination of this wreck with a 
view to a determination of the cause of the disaster, nor 
is it ordered to express any opinion upon this matter.” 
The board renewed the recommendation that the Spanish 
government be invited to have representatives present 
when the wreck is in a condition to be examined, and 
suggests that the Navy Department and Cuba should be 
requested to designate officers to examine the wreck 
before its removal.

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The late Brig. Gen. Joseph Wheeler, U.S.A., said that 
not more than fifteen per cent. of the Volunteers under 
his command knew the first thing concerning the use of 
the military arm. It was to be expected, therefore, that 
the veterans of our two late wars, who had a like experi- 
ence, would be in favor of legislation providing for 
instruction in rifle shooting. With a view to ascertaining 
the opinion of those high in the counsels of the Grand 
Army of the Republic on the bill now pending: before 
Congress to issue arms and ammunition to rifle clubs 
organized among the civilians, colleges and schools, and 
carrying an appropriation of $100,000 to cover the cost 
of carrying on such instruction, the secretary of the 
N.R.A., an organization which has been ‘fighting almost 
alone for thirty years to arouse American citizens to the 
necessity and importance of this work, addressed a letter 
to Commander-in-Chief J. EB. Gilman, of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, asking for an expression as to the atti- 
tude of the Grand Army of the Republic toward this 
legislation and the work in general. In reply, he says: 
“We know how untrained our Army was in the beginning 
of the War of the Rebellion and the fatal consequences 
that resulted. Had the schoolboys of the antebellum days 
been trained in rifle practice the Government would have 
had skilled soldiers ready to charge ahead, for it was 
the schoolboys who filled the ranks of the Union. Army. 
Should the schoolboys of this generation be trained in 
the handling of arms.and-rifle practice, the Government 
of the future would be sure of an Army ready and able 
to meet attack from without or revolt from within. For 
these reasons I strongly hope that measures may be taken 
to compel the. schoolboys of this generation and genera- 
tions to come to be trained in rifle practice and the 
handling of arms. Such action would, I am sure, be 
welcomed by. the Grand Army of the Republic, whose 
comrades. have intimate knowledge of the great losses 
sustained by them through ignorance of the duties per- 
taining to soldiers.” wit 
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So well satisfied is the Commissary General with his 
experiments with fermented bread as a substitute for 
hard bread that he has ordered machinery with which to 
make it. So far all the bread made for experimental 
purposes has been prepared by hand and the crude 
method= of our fathers. General Sharpe intends to de- 
vote his time to the development of machinery for its 
manufu. ture. The first effort along this line will be made 








at the Bakers and Cooks’ School at the Washington 


Barracks. It is thought that the new bread will not only 
be. ture eatable, but that it can, by the aid of machinery, 
be produced for practically the same price. Corned beef 
in one pound cans has been added to the haversack 
rations. It is expected that 5,000 cans of corned beef 
will be ready for issue by Jan. 1. The beef is cut up in 
eans seven inches long, which are two inches and two- 
tenths square at the base and two inches square at the 
top. At the bottom the can will be opened by a key, so 
that the contents can be removed in a solid piece. It is 
planned by the Commissary General to provide other 
canned meats put up in the same shape to pack in the 
haversack. Experiments are already being made with 
corned beef hash, the only question being whether it will 
be possible to keep it long enough because of the potatoes, 
which, it is feared, cannot be kept even in airtight cans. 
The Commissary General is also looking around for some 
sort of a sausage which can be handled in haversack 
cans. Not only on account of a desire to make haversack 
rations more attractive to the Army, but as a matter of 
economy, is the Commissary General anxious to secure 
as many meats as possible for this style of can. In time 
of war it would be almost impossible to secure sufficient 
bacon for haversack rations for a large army. On the 
other hand, if a number of meats and combinations of 
meat and vegetables can be put up for the haversack, the 
Government will enlarge its supply for such rations. 
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The officers of the Navy, and especially the younger 
men of the Service, will do well not only to read but to 
ponder on the article on naval aeronautics by Rear Ad- 
mival Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., which appears on page 
204. of this issue, It is a very clear presentation of a 
subject its author ‘Has sttdfta, “practically as well as 
theoretically, which he’ thdfotighly ‘understands, and the 
importance of which is coming to be more and more 
recognized by military men. The more active professional 
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interest in it, the more-possible it will be to secure neces- 
sary legislation from Congress. In an article in the last 
number. of Harper’s Weekly, Comdr. John F. Hubbard, 
U.8.N., shows what effective use can be made of 
aeroplanes in naval warfare, giving moral strength to 
the fleet possessing them ‘and furnishing it with a means 
for annoying an enemy. While Commander Hubbard 
clearly shows the value of the airships for scouting pur- 
poses, he scoffs at the idea that-the airship is to relegate 
warships to the scrap heap, saying: “It is not yet time 
to retire our ships from daily service. Our national pride 
cries as loudly as ever for battleships of quality; nor will 
our shores be given immunity by the rapid building of 
aeroplanes. But since preparation for war demands the 
aid of every branch of science, there remains a plain 
duty—one in which the Navy rarely fails—to watch, 
study and be prepared.” And so says Admiral Chester.

In a hearing before the Naval Affairs Committee the 
Secretary announced that by July, 1911, none but active 
officers would be on-duty in the Navy. Although the 
Secretary has not been disturbing the organization of 
the Navy, none the less retired officers are gradually being 
relieved from active duty. When he was in Washington 
recently he asked for the list of retired officers who were 
on such duty, and found that there were more than he 
had planned to have at this time. He accordingly, before 
leaving on his trip, gave instructions to his aids and the 
bureau chiefs to prepare a list of retired officers who 
could be reliéved from active duty on or before Nov. 15 
without crippling the Service. When the Secretary re- 
turns shortly after election this list will be submitted to 
him for his approval. ‘The next large batch of retired 
officers will be relieved from active duty on Jan. 1, 1911, 
and on July 1, 1911, every retired officer will have been 
relieved by an active officer. This will result in the selec- 
tion of another commandant of the New York Navy Yard 
to succeed Admiral Leutze. There will also be a number 
of changes in the naval stations. 
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Secretary of the Navy Meyer, addressing the business 
men at San Francisco, Cal., Oct, 14, at a banquet, advo- 
cated the abolishment of half the navy yards on the 
Atlantic coast. He congratulated the Pacific coast upon 
having only two government ship yards, arguing that these 
may be brought to a greater degree of efficiency and 
made adequate to accommodate any fleet. “I have in- 
spected all the navy yards on the Atlantic coast from 
Maine to South Carolina, and I must say that we have 
too many navy yards on that side of the country,” said 
Secretary Meyer. “Half of them should be abolished, 
and will be if Washington will support me: I am in 
accord with the general movement on the Pacific coast 
for adequate naval protection, but I am of the opinion 
that the fleet ought not to be divided at this time. If 
Russia had not divided its fleet at Port Arthur there 
might be another story to tell in history.” 
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In view of what we said in:our issue of Sept. 24 on 
employers of the Pacific coast that refuse to permit their 
men to do duty in the National Guard, we are glad to 
learn from the San Francisco Chronicle that the business 
men of California are giviag the Militia a helping hand. 
Tt tells us that in San Francisco, as well as in the state 
at large, the pressing question of armories has been 
intelligently taken up, and the Militia appears publicly 
in a form to suggest that the business men are liberal 
with leaves of absence. ‘The Chronicle misjudges the 
spirit of our criticism if it sees in it a wholesale denun- 
ciation of the business men of the coast. We referred 
to specific instances noted in the official reports of officers 
of the Army. “ 
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The amalgamation of the two American Boy Scout 
organizations has been followed by the announcement that 
the Playgrounds Association of America has joined in the 
movement. It is expected that this coming together of 
the several societies will result in giving the Boy Scouts 
500,000 members within a year. One of the principal 
ideas back of the training of the Scouts in America is to 
give to the boy of to-day that knowledge of the practical 
things of life which came to the American boy of a 
hundred years ago through his daily close touch with 
nature by reason of: the farm: life that was so.general 
then. 








At a dinner given in his honor by the Japanese 
Society of New York, Yukio Ozaki, Mayor of Tokio, 
declared that we spend too much for war, and asked: 
“Cannot we—I mean the United States of America and 
Japan—take the lead of the world by using both our 
energies and moneys for international peace and good- 
will? Differences between our races, our civilization, our 
ideas, can be no cause or reason for war. If republican 
France can be good friends with monarchical Russia, why 
should not the United States of. America and Japan con- 
firm and strengthen everlastingly the good relatiéns which 
already exist and. draw our close connection closer?” 

At the opening of the Philippine Legislature on Oct. 
17 Governor General Forbes, in his message, said that 
absolute and unthreatened tranquillity prevails in the 
archipelago. There are increased industry and material 
prosperity, which he ascribes to the Payne-Aldrick tariff 
bill. The continuation of large public work is warranted 
by the condition of the treasury. He recommends several 
laws of importance be passed, such as regulation of irri- 
gation, defining the status of seamen, etc. 
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BARRY FATHER OF THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


William Barry Meany, M.D., retired, has contributed 
to the Newport Herald an interesting and valuable 
article on John Barry, the purpose of which is to show 
that Barry is justly entitled to the designation of “Father 
of the American Navy.” Dr. Meany has taken his data 
from the public records and official and private letters of 
Washington, Robert Morris, Franklin, Benjamin West 
and others. He also quotes from James Fenimore Cooper’s 
“History of the U.S. Navy” and Frost’s “Commodores of 
the Navy” and the American Cyclopedia in support of his 
statements concerning Barry, who is correctly described 
as “one of the finest types in the entire history of the 
American Navy.” He took an active part in the early 
movement of the Colonies for liberty and independence, 
being one of the signers of the resolutions adopted by a 
Congress of the Colonies at Philadelphia denouncing the 
taxes imposed by England and the purchase of English 
goods, condemning the importation of slaves and demand- 
ing the suppression of slave traders. Barry was then a 
shipmaster of Philadelphia, “actively engaged in the 
mercantile marine mainly to and from South America 
and West Indian ports until 1774, when he made voyages 
in the Black Prince, the finest and largest of the American 
commercial fleet, sailing from Philadelphia to British 
ports.” Dr. Meany says: i 

“Commodore John Barry was the first captain ap- 
pointed and placed in command of the first war vessel to 
fight under the Continental flag—the Lexington, named 
after the first battle on land in the Revolution; and it 
was Barry who captured in battle the first British war 
vessel, and thus the honor of having the first British flag 
struck to him in naval battle in the struggle for inde- 
pendence under authority of the Continental Congress. 

“While Barry was in London with his ship, the Black 
Prince, much history was being made, and, observing the 
trend of events, he, in September, 1775, hastily returned 
to Philadelphia. He arrived home on Oct. 13, the vei 
day Congress resolved to fit out two armed cruisers, one 
of fourteen guns, the other of ten guns. Barry at once 
offered his ship and services to Congress, which were 
accepted. His business affairs then were at the height 
of their prosperity, but his sympathies were so strongly 
and fervently with the cause of the Colonies that he 
sacrificed his fortune and private interests and enlisted 
in the Continental Navy. A 

“From that day, Oct. 13, 1775, to the end of his 
eventful career (by death) Sept. 13, 1803, John Barry 
was the ranking officer of his ship and squadrons, and 
at no time did he serve under the orders of a senior 
officer, reporting direct to Washington, Congress or to 
the naval authorities—the Marine Committee. 

“On Oct. 5, 1775, Washington directed a letter to Con- 
gress, with an urgent request to that body, for the 
building or purchasing and equipment of two vessels, 
one of fourteen guns, the other of ten guns, to be placed 
at his disposal and under his orders, etc. On Oct. 13, 
1775, Congress, taking into consideration the report of 
the committee—Deane, Langdon and Gadson—appointed 
to prepare a plan for intercepting vessels coming out 
with stores and ammunition, and, after some debate, Re- 
solved: “That two vessels carrying, one fourteen and the 
other ten guns, a proportional number of swivels and 
men should be fitted out.’ This was the commencement 
of our American Navy, and what became known as 
Washington’s Fleet. The heavier armed, the Lexington, 
fourteen guns, was given to the command of Captain 
Barry. He was appointed captain on Dec. 7, 1775, 
though selected some time previous to that date by Wash- 
ington. With the Lexington Barry put to sea, and in 
Prebles’s ‘Origin of the Flag’ it is declared that his ‘was 
the first vessel that bore the Continental flag to victory 
on the ocean.’” January, 1776, is given as the date at 
which the Lexington left the Capes of the Delaware. 
April 7, off the Capes of Virginia, she captured the Ed- 
ward, an armed tender of the Liverpool, and captured 
her after a spirited engagement of one hour. “The 
Lexington had four of her crew killed and wounded, 
while the Edward was cut nearly to pieces and met with 
a.very heavy loss of men. > 

“Barry succeeded in entering Delaware Bay with bis 
prize, though strongly blockaded by British warships, 
and arriving at Whiiadelphia on Arvil 11, bringing the 
news direct to Congress of the first prize captured of an 
armed vessel taken in battle, and thus having the first 
British flag struck to him by a British warship in b:ttle 
under Continental authority, and rejoicing the hearts of 
the patriots so much that even John Adams gleefully 
wrote: ‘We begin to make some figure in the navy way.’ 

“Three. more vessels were captured by Barry, and then, 
upon his return to Philadelphia, he took charge as 
superintendent of the construction of ships then building 
on the Delaware River. These captures and like achieve- 
ments of our infant Navy thrilled the patriots in new 
endeavor for those first months of the war, as Paine 
refers to them, ‘the times that tried men’s souls.’ 

“Barry's report of the victory (of the Lexington) 

embraced a few lines, giving the bare details, and con- 
cluding: ‘I have the happiness to acquaint you that all 
.our people behaved with much courage.’ Barry was 
innately modest in regard to his public, naval and private 
achievements. He kept strict account in detail of what 
he thought were his mistakes, but not of his successes. 

“Barry was the active spirit of the Marine Committee, 

and. during the next few months remained in and about 
the Delaware and Capes, ‘to take, sink and destroy the 
enemy.’ Under the direction or orders of Washington 
‘and Robert Morris (a signer and the financier of the 
Revolution) he was placed in command (commander-in- 
chief) of the port of Philadelphia, then the largest 
mercantile shipping port of the country.” 

Barry was next kept waiting to take command of the 
incompleted Effingham, which was taken up the Delaware 
to escape the British army investing Philadelphia. The 
Effingham was afterward destroyed by order of Congress 
to prevent its falling into the hands of the British. Barry 
was evidently opposed to this action, and the sequel proved 
that his judgment was correct. Tiring of what he termed 
inactivity, “Barry manned four small rowboats, having 
spied a large schooner mounting ten guns flying the British 
flag, with four transports loaded with provisions and 
forage for the enemy’s forces, lying below Philadelphia, 
then invested by British forces. He rowed down the river, 
passing the city during the night, and at early daylight 
succeeded in rowing his boats alongside of the armed 
schooner, and before the British suspected the presence 

‘of any enemy was at the head of his men clambering 
-over the rail, cutlass and pisto] in hand. Triumphantly, 
and in sight of a heavily armed British ship lying below, 
Barry carried all five prizes to the piers of Fort Penn, 
where it was found that the Americans: had captured one 





major, two captains, three lieutenants and 130 armed 


soldiers, sailors and-marines—a very respectable haul for 
a party of twenty-seven American sailors. Frost, in his 
‘Naval Biography,’ said of this achievement: ‘For bold- 
ness of design and dexterity of execution it was not sur- 
passed, if equaled, during the war.’ Washington wrote: 

I congratulate you on the success which has crowned your 
gallantry and address in the late attack upon the enemy’s 
ships. Although circumstances have prevented you from 
reaping the full benefit of your conquests, yet there is ample 
consolation in the degree of glory which you have acquired. 
You will be pleased to accept my thanks for the good things 
which you were so polite as to send to me, with my wishes 
that a suitable recompense may always attend your bravery. 

“In reply to Cornwallis’s request for conveyance of 
relief to the wounded, Washington gave a signal mark ot 
his confidence in Barry by sending him as his representa- 
tive to secure the safe conduct of the wounded, baggage, 
surgeons and medicines; and when that work was com- 
pleted Barry resumed his position as senior commandet 
of the port of Philadelphia, defending it from British 
invasion by sea, and harassing and capturing their vessels 
of war and merchantmen. Of this character of service, 
Franklin wrote: ‘Nothing will give us greater weight and 
importance in the eyes of the commercial states than a 
conviction that we.can annoy on occasion their trade and 
carry our prizes into safe harbors.’ 

“Terror reigned in Philadelphia. Even the great 
Washington sounded the note of despair. ‘In ten days,’ 
he wrote, ‘this Army will cease to exist. We are at the 
end of our tether.’ From New York across New Jersey 
he was being pursued by Cornwallis. Barry organized a 
company of volunteers and went to Washington’s aid, 
and on the gloomy Christmas eve he rendered valiant aid 
in transporting the Continental Army across the ice- 
blocked Delaware and served with honors and distinction 
in the victories of Trenton and Princeton, that again 
gave heart to the despairing patriots and drove the 
English back to New York. 

“Before he was appointed to the command of the 
Alliance he had been designated to superintend the con- 
struction of a new ship. But that ship was sent to 
France, and Barry was assigned to the Alliance, the 
finest and fastest ship in the Navy. To secure further 
aid from France the Alliance was ordered to convoy our 
special commissioner, Col. John Laurens. His father, 
who had also heen an envoy, had been captured and was 
a prisoner in London, and great precautions were needed 
for the safety of our representatives. Accompanying 
Laurens, as passengers upon the Alliance and entrusted 
to Barry’s care, were Thomas Paine and the Count de 
Noailles. Barry safely landed his passengers in France, 
and Laurens succeeded jn securing from the French king 
a gift of six million livres (gold), and it was this money 
that enabled Washington to pay and supply his Army. 
transport it to Yorktown and compel the surrender of 
Cornwallis. 

“On Oct. 19, 1781, part of the British forces had sur- 
rendered in Virginia, and instead of being sent to destroy 
vessels of the enemy Barry was again entrusted with the 
safe delivery of another envoy to France, her own 
distinguished son, the Marquis de Lafayette. The im- 
portance of Lafayette’s mission to France was deemed by 
Washington to be greater than any service that could be 
rendered upon the field in America, and it may be esti- 
— from Washington’s letter to Barry of Nov. 15, 


Respecting the operations of the next campaign I do de- 
clare in one word that the advantages of it to America, and 
the honor and glory of it to the allied armies in these states 
must depend absolutely upon the naval force which is em- 
ployed in these seas at a time of its appearance next year. 
No land force can act decisively unless it is accompanied by 
a marine superiority, nor can more than negative advan- 
tages be accepted without it. It follows, then, as certain as 
that night succeeds day, that without a decisive naval force 
we can do nothing definite, and with it, everything honorable 
and glorious. A constant naval superiority would terminate 
the war speedily. Without it, I do not know that it will 
ever be terminated honorably. 

On Barry’s return after the safe conduct of Lafayette 
Robert Morris, Chief of the Department of Finance, 
wrote to Barry: “I do not fix your cruising ground 
because I expect you will know the most likely cruise, 
and will be anxious to meet such events as will do honor 
to the American flag and promote the general interests.” 

“In command of the Alliance, thirty-two guns, Barry 
fought and captured both the Atalanta, sixteen guns, 
Captain Edwards, with 120 men, and the Trepassy, 
fourteen guns, Captain Smith, with eighty men, engaging 
both vessels in a single battle. For more than an hour 
the Alliance fought to great disadvantage. Captain 
Barry received a grape shot through the shoulder. After 
a manly resistance both the English vessels in the end 
were compelled to haul down their colors. Never was a 
more brilliant action fought. In the same ship and in 
one engagement Barry fought and captured both the 
Mars, a heavy armed vessel of twenty-six guns and 112 
men, and the Minerva, ten guns and fifty-six men. He 
eaptured the British warship Alert—said to be a sister 
ship named after a vessel he captured at an earlier date 
in the Delaware River—with supplies, which he also 
turned over to Washington for the American Army. It 
is said that Barry’s prizes brought into French ports 
amounted to two and one-half million dollars. 

“Barry fought the last battle and fired the last shot 
of the Revolutionary War, when, on March 10, 1783, he 
encountered the Sybille, an English warship, convoying 
the Duc de Lauzan, formerly a French ship captured by 
the English, and whose name was left unchanged, both 
bringing specie on Continental account from Havana. 

“On Feb, 22, 1797, the last birthday that Washington 
spent in the Executive chambers, he issued the commission 
marked No. 1, which made John Barry the senior or 
commodore-in-chief of all the naval forces of the United 
States, which Washington took occasion to hand in person 
to Commodore Barry. The gallant Capt. Samuel Nichol- 
son, then second in rank, wrote him: ‘Give me leave to 
congratulate you on your honorable appointment to the 
command of our Navy. I make no doubt but it is to 
your satisfaction and all who wish well to his country.’ 

“Fenimore Cooper, in his ‘History of the Navy,’ says 
‘that Barry’s appointment met with general approbation, 
nor did anything ever occur to give the Government 
reason to regret the selection.’ Barry advised in a letter 
a separation between the Naval Department and War 
Department, for by an Act of April 26, 1798, the outlines 
of a plan and suggestions of Barry were practically 
carried out and adopted, and the organization which 
Barry suggested in that letter led to its original forma- 
tion. 

“Dennie of the Portfolio, in 1813, ten years after 
Barry’s death, wrote: ‘Barry may justly be considered 
the Father of our Navy.’ When our present Navy was 
founded Barry was selected as its chief by President 
Washington, who well knew his Revolutionary services. 
So did his successor, President Adams, when operations 
against the French were ordered, and again Barry per- 
formed some notable exploits in the capture of several 


‘French cruisers and privateers, The very first record 


book of our Navy Department has for its initial entry 
that a commission had been delivered to Barry to make 
seizures of French ravagers upon our commerce. 

“After the election of 1800, when President Jefferson 
proceeded to reduce the naval forces, nine captains only 
were retained. Of, these Barry was still the senior 
officer, commodore-in-chief and head of the Navy, holding 
that exalted position until his death, Sept. 13, 1803, in 
his fifty-ninth year, in the city of Philadelphia. In its 
notice of his death, the Pennsylvania Gazette, published at 
that time, thus feelingly referred to his life and services: 
‘His navai achievements would of themselves have 
reflected much honor on his memory, but those could not 
have endeared it to his fellow citizens had he -wanted 
those gentle and amiable virtues which embellish the 
gentleman and ennoble the soldier.’ 

“The eminent Dr. Benjamin Rush, who was contem- 
porary with Barry, asked the privilege of writing the 
epitaph of Commodore John Barry, which was inscribed 
upon the original tombstone placed over the modest 
grave in St. Mary’s Catholic churchyard at Philadelphia. 
The following is a true copy of the epitaph from the 
original manuscript written and signed by B. Rush 
(Dr. Rush) : 

Let the patriot, the soldier and the Christian, who visit 
these mansions of the dead, view this monument with respect. 
Beneath it are interred the remains of John Barry. 

He was born in the county of Wexford, in Ireland. But 
America was the object of his patriotism and the theater of 
his usefulness. 

In the Revolutionary War, which established the inde- 
pendence of the United States, he bore an early and active 
part as a captain in their navy, and afterward became its 
commander-in-chief. 

He fought often, and once bled in the cause of freedom. 
His habits of war did not lessen his virtues as a man, nor 
his piety as a Christian. 

He was gentle, kind and just in private life, and was not 
less beloved by his family and friends than by his grateful 
country. .The number and objects of his charities will be 
known only at the time when his dust shall be reanimated 
and when he who sees in secret shall reward. 

In full belief in the doctrines of the Gospel, he peacefully 
resigned his soul into the arms of his Redeemer on Sept. 13, 
1803, in the fifty-ninth year of his age. 

His affectionate widow hath caused this marble to be 
erected to perpetuate his name, after the hearts of. his fellow- 
citizens have ceased to be the living records of his public 
and private virtues. 

“As Dr. Rush was a warm personal friend of Barry 
and a fellow-patriot in the cause of liberty and freedom, 
may I venture the suggestion that the epitaph in full be 
reinscribed upon one of the marble slabs or facings upon 
the monument about to be erected by Congress to Barry 
in Franklin Park, at Washington, D.C.? 

“Incidentally, may I here state that Abbot, in his 
‘History of the United States Bluejackets,’ tells us that 
Lord Howe, then commander-in-chief of British forces 
in America, offered the daring American (Barry) twenty 
thousand guineas—over one hundred thousand dollars— 
and the command of a British frigate if he would detach 
himself from the American service, and Barry’s answer 
was: ‘Not for the value of the English navy and the 
command of it all could I be seduced from the cause of 
my country.’ ” 
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AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 

This week has been signalized by the failure of Walter 
Wellman’s elaborate attempt to make a voyage with a 
dirigible balloon from Atlantie City to Europe, he bringing 
up in the water 400 miles east of Capt Hatteras, after 
spending seventy-one hours in the air and being rescued 
with his party, including their cat, by a passing steamer. 
Before starting Mr. Wellman, in a rather pompous state- 
ment, said that his chief purpose was to bring about 
universal peace by making it possible for a few balloons 
to cause general havoc, but, as three newspapers paid all 
the expenses of the undertaking, it may be that a thirst 


for sensational news, rather than a serious purpose to 
abolish war, was, after all, behind this ill-starred venture 
to conquer the sky. President Taft was much interested 
in the Wellman adventure, and on Oct. 18 asked the 
Navy Department and Revenue Cutter Service whether 
any vessels were available in the vicinity of Boston to 
send along the probable course of the airship. Before 
Rear Admiral Nicholson, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, had time to reply, news of the rescue was received. 

The Clement-Bayard French dirigible, leaving Com- 





piegne, near Paris, on the morning of Oct. 17, with seven - 


passengers, made the trip to London without a stop in 
exactly six hours, beating the best train and boat time, 
and establishing a world’s record for transit between the 
two cities. The balloon answered the helm well, and the 
landing was made at a previously designated spot. It 
is to efforts like this and those of Count Zeppelin, re- 
stricted to the recognized limitations of balloons, rather 
than to unsuccessful attempts to make spectacular 3,000 
mnile flights over oceans, that students of aeronautics must 
look for real progress in air navigation, 

Mr. Claude Grahame-White, the British aviator, who 
has frequently held spectators at various places spell- 
bound with his clever manipulations and daring dives and 
successful flights, gave officers of the Army and Navy and 
prominent persons a few thrills at the Benning racetrack, 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 15. Having hastily repaired his 
Farman biplane overnight from the damage it sustained 
the day previous, he raced a fifty-mile an hour auto- 
mobile to a standstill in a three-mile race over the course, 
and made a thrilling two thousand-foot dive and alighted 
“on the ground as easily as could be wished for. Just 
previous to this Mr. Grahame-White had made two 
descents in the middle of the narrow road fronting the 
grand stand and had then started up from almost the 
same spot. On October 16, while up in the air about 
fifteen hundred feet, he stopped his motor and made 
one of his sensational sweeping dives in front of the 
clubhouse lawn at Benning, landing lightly on the ground. 
He immediately started his engine again, rose in the air 
about a hundred and fifty feet and made a second descent 
almost at the feet of Major George O. Squier, U.S.A., 
assistant to the Chief Signal Officer of the Army. Here 
he received a message, made fitting reply and was off 
again in his machine. The opinion, shared by Major 
Squier and Army officers in general in Washington, is 
that no other aviator has ever handled his machine with 
more accuracy and ease than Mr. Grahame-White, and 
few as well. Among those who witnessed his flights 
were Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, Brig. 
Gen. George B. Davis, J.A.G., Brig. Gen. George H. 
Torney, Surgeon General, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
Chief of Staff, all U.S.A., Capt. W. Irwin Chambers, 
U.S.N., Mr. Chang Yin Tang, the Chinese Minister; 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., retired, Miss Har- 
riet and Miss Mary Southerland, daughters of Rear 
Admiral William H. H. Southerland, U.S.N.; Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier, U.S.A., Chief of Ordnance, and. Rear 
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October 22, 1910. 


Admiral Richard Wainwright, U.S.N. Following a con- 
versation with Brig. Gen. Jame Allen, Mr. Grahame- 
White conceived the idea of flying in and paying his 
respects to General Allen at the War Department, and 
about 10:30 a.m., Oct. 15, put his plan. into execution. He 
circled off toward the river front at an altitude of about 
five hundred feet, swooping slowly, apparently, around the 
big buildings until he took his downward flight and landed 
almost at the door of the Executive offices of the White 
House. Admiral George Dewey was one of the first to 
shake his hand. Others who congratulated the aviator 
and watched his: flight were Mr. Beekman Winthrop, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy; Major Gen, Leonard 
Wood, Gen. Robert Shaw Oliver, Acting Secretary of 
War; Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Brig. Gen. Arthur 
Murray and Brig. Gen. William Crozier. With perfect 
ease Mr. Grahame-White, after luncheon with Army and 
Navy officers, ascended from the narrow street and sailed 
away toward the Washington. Monument and back to 
Benning, a distance of more than three miles. 

Relative to a statement in the press that Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, U.S.A., is among the organizers of the U.S. 
Aviation Reserve, the General writes us that he is not 
an organizer of it, although he thinks it deserves en- 
couragenient:’. Mr. John Barry Ryan, son of the New 
York: ‘financier, is the moving spirit in the enterprise. 
Mr. Ryan has offered a prize of $10,000 for the aviator 
making the fastest flight from the field of the international 
aviation tournament at Belmont Park, L.1., around the 
Statue of Liberty and back. 
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BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 

Sales of United States property to individual members 
of the Organized Militia are not. authorized, but rifles 
may be purchased from state funds, then become the 
property of the state and are not required to be ac- 
counted for to the United States. 

Observation telescopes are not issued to batteries, as 
they pertain only to battalion and regimental equipment. 
Experiments are being conducted to find the most suitable 
type of Field Artillery telephone. 

The expenses in connection with developing rifle ranges 
of a non-commissioned officer of the Regular Army. on 
duty with the Organized Militia should be met from state 
funds. 

The Secretary of War has expressed to the A.G. of 
the state of Washington the appreciation of the Depart- 
ment at the excellent showing made by the Coast Artillery 
Reserves of the state of Washington during’ the joint 
coast defense exercises in the Artillery District of Puget 
Sound in July last. ‘ 

In regard to the issue to the Organized Militia of 
military supplies by the several bureaus: of the War 
Department, much difficulty is experienced in filling 
requisitions promptly, for the reason that the quantity 
of supplies procured for the Regular Army, from which 
issue is made to the Organized Militia, is not sufficient 
for the needs of both Services, and because the supply 
bureaus are not able, in the absence of annual estimates, 
to anticipate the needs of the Militia. The adjutants 
general have been requested, if practicable, to submit an 
annual estimate of the number of articles of military 
supplies required during the fiscal year, also to submit 
requisitions for six months, or at least‘ three ‘months. 
This will greatly facilitate the issue of supplies and pre- 
vent delay in delivery. - mere 2 

Attention is called to the application to cadet corps, 
and their eligibility as members ofthe Organized Militia, 
of the opinion of the J.A. General of the Army,. which 
appears on page 206 of this issue. General Davis holds 
that the requirements of the statute in respect to age are 
mandatory, and persons: who. have not reached the age of 
eighteen are not liable to or eligible for duty in-either 
the Organized or the unorganized Militia. . He says: 
“When the General Government ¢ontributes’ to the sup- 
port of the Organized Militia..in the operation of a series 
of enactments -having for-. their purpose to secure its 
efficiency as a branch. of the constitutional military 
forces. it would’ seem to be within the power: of ‘the 
President to deny ‘the: bounty of the General Government 
to persons who, by reason of extreme youth or advanced 
age, are obviously: disqualified for active service, or who 
may reasonably be presumed to be unable to undérgo the 
hardships of field service in ‘time of peace, which is assim- 
ilated ig its. essential incidents to active service against 
a public enemy in time of war. It would seem to: be.a 
reasonable. conclusion: that, in authorizing the contribu- 
tion of considerable sitms of the public money to defray 
the cost of state encampments and maneuvers, the De- 
partment is not obliged to compensate persons who are 
not able-bodied, but are disqualified by ‘reason of age, or 
obvious physical disability, from rendering efficient service 
in connection with the administration of ¢amps of instruc- 
tion or maneuver.” pate , 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Lieut. W. D. Greetham, U.S.N.. ‘received March ~12, 
1909, an order dated March 8, 1909,.detaching-him from 
the U.S.S. Missouri at Boston, ordering him home afd 
granting -him..a_ month's. leave, te date from his arrival 
home. He left Boston March 16 and reached his home, 
Orlando, Fla., March 21. and while. there. received, April 
16, orders to return to. Boston on the expiration of his 
leave. He left Orlando April 21 and. reported. at Boston 
April 286. The Auditor held that he was absent without 
leave from April 13 to 25. and docked his pay accordingly. 
The Comptroller overrules this decision, holding that 
whatever status he was in it was. with the consent and 
by the authoritv of the War Department. 

Capt. W. H. Pritchett, U.S.M.C., took his meals. at .the 
Officers’ Club in Guam, and the club asked that it be paid 
his allowance of heat. This is denied, the Comptroller 
holding that the allowance is for heating the officers’ 
quarters, and not for use elsewhere. Other officers living 
at the club were denied the allowance because it was not 
“impracticable to furnish fuel in kind.” 

As Edward Cronin was not a paymaster’s clerk in the 
Navy until he had accepted the appointment and taken 
the oath of office he was denied pay for the travel he 
performed jin obedience to the instructions in his letter 
of appointment previous to such acceptance. 

A fire-control equipment for Field Artillery, to be 
used by the Militia of Virginia, was charged to the appro- 
priation for arming and equipping the Militia. In agree- 
ment with the J.A. General of the Army, the Comptroller 
holds that the charge should be transferred to the appro- 
priation “Field Artillery for Organized Militia.” . 

In the case of Haskell Dial, late a paymaster, U.S.N.,

Capt. Nathan K. Averill, 7th Cav., now stationed at 
Fort Riley, Kas., has been detailed by the War Depart- 
ment as Military Attaché at St. Petersburg, .

Capt. James P. Harbeson, 12th U.S. Inf., who is at 
present on duty as a major of Philippine Scouts, has been 
working for several months on an interesting history of 
the 12th U.S. Infantry. Captain Harbeson started the 
history of the regiment with its organization at Fort 
Hamilton, N.Y., in 1861, and has brought it up to the 
early nineties, where Capt. F. G. Knabenshue, 12th U.S. 
Inf.,-has taken it up and is bringing it forward to the 
present time. Soon after its organization the regiment 
went into action in the trenches at Yorktown, in 1862. 
Following this engagement in quick succession the regi- 
ment was engaged in the bloodiest, fiercest battles of the 
war. ‘The second battle of Bull Run followed those of 
Malvern Hill and Gaines Mills, and then came Antietam, 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, The Wilderness, and, in 
fact, all the very hottest fighting of the war fell to the 
lot of the eorps to which the 12th belonged. The regiment 
was reorganized in 1866, and engaged several times in 
the Indian campaigns of the seventies and eighties. Most 
notable among these engagements are the battles of 
Lava Beds, in Oregon. in 1873, and Turkey Creek,. in 
1881. When the Spanish War started the 12th Infantry 
was. among those which participated in the Cuban cam- 
paign, and it has served three tours in the Philippines. | 

The 9th Battalion of Philippine Scouts, Major Ray- 
mond Sheldon (Captain, 18th U.S. Inf.), were given a 
great send-off on Sept. 6 last as they left Camp Wilhelm 
and Tacena to take station at Camp Hayt, ' Samar. 
“Major Sheldon. mounted on a big horse,” says the 
Manila Times, “led the gallant battalion,. headed by its 
excellent band. through the streets of Lucena en route 
to the Cotta. The march throngh town was a continuous 
ovation. Evervbody left his house or office to 
follow the battalion. As the procession passed the gov- 
ernment building, the Court of First Instance. adjourned 
and every office was closed to allow the employees to say 
good-by to the soldiers. The transport Liscum lay wait- 
ing’ outside, and the quartermaster dock . presented a 
most gala appearance as the innumerable good-byes were 
being said, and many tear-dimmed eyes were noted among 
the crowd. Hundreds of prominent:Filipinos were present 
to say~ good-bye and to express their regret at their. in- 
ability to have the battalion remain, Major Sheldon has 
left a deep impress upon the people here, both as an 
officer and as a man, and the peonle made every effort to 
keep him and his battalion here.” 

Pvt. James G. Drew, (6. TI, 20th Inf.. was almost 
instantly killed Sept. 13, 1910, in the regimental gym- 
nasium at Cuartel de Espafia, Manila, by a fall while 
performing on the parallel bars.. The unfortunate young 
soldier had been missing the regular class work at the 
gymnasium by reason of being on special duty at the 
garrison, and to make up for the loss had been doing 
his gym work in the evening, after his day’s duties were 
completed.

Maine, which the American com on recently removed 
from the wreck, was blown seaward, but grounded just 
within the entrance of the harbor, under the Morro Castle. 

Three men were seriously injured by the explosion of 
a salt water evaporator on board the U.S. torpedoboat 
destroyer Truxtun off Santa Barbara, Cal., Oct. 16, 1910. 
They are Frank Lee Howard, twenty-two, fireman, Salt 
Lake City; Harry W. Bailey, twenty-four, machinist, 
Washington, D.C.. and Thomas Joseph Kiernan, twenty- 
six, electrician, Albany, N.Y. 

Rumors of a sale of the William Cramp and Sons’ 
Shipbuilding and Engine Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., 
which have heen in circulation, have been denied officially 
by J. W. Powell, assistant to the president of the 
Cramps. Mr. Powell declared that these rumors, as well 
as any others of a contemplated sale, were utterly without 
foundation. “The Cramps have no secret negotiations 
under way,” he said, “nor are any in contemplation. The 
company is not for sale, to the Maxims, the steel company 
or to any other company.” 

Carl F. Deichman, the American Consul at Nagasaki, 
reported to the State Denartment Oct. 15 by mail that 
the Mitsu Bishi dockyard, of Nagasaki, had received a 
contract from the Chinese government on Aug. 15 last to 
build a gunboat of 780 tons displacement and thirteen 
knots speed for the new Chinese navy. The work is to 
he begun in the near future and completed at an early 
date. 

The Japanese training squadron, comprising the 
armored cruiser Asama and the protected cruiser Kasagi, 
under command of Captain Yashiro, sailed from Tokio 
Oct. 16 for San Francisco. and are due there Nov. 19. 

The Japanese battleship Kawachi, of 20,850 tons, was 
launched on Oct. 15 at Yokosuka. The Emperor witnessed 
the launching. 

American shipbuilding companies, according to a 
despatch from London, are not likely to bid for the con- 
struction of the two battleships proposed for the Chilian 
navy, as, notwithstanding representations by American 
and German interests, the Chilians have not altered the 
original specifications, which favor British builders, in 
that thev call for certain equipment of British manufac- 
ture. The bids will be opened on Oct, 30. 

The U.S.S. North Carolina, now at New York city, has 
been ordered to proceed to Portsmouth, N.H.. for repairs, 
which are expected to take about two months. 

The Drayton has been ordered placed in commission at 
the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., as soon as practicable 
after delivery by the contractors. The Navajo will be 
placed in commission Oct. 21, 1910, at the navy yard, 
Mare Island, Cal., for service with the Pacific Mleet dur- 
ing target practice. 


CAUSE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE ACCIDENT. 


In the conclusions of the investigating board on the 
New Hampshire accident the board states that it believes 
that the swamping of the sailing launch and the conse- 
quent loss of life was due to a remarkable combination 
of circumstances, all contributing to the final disaster. 
Any one .of these circumstances, taken singly, dees not 
appear to the board: to have been responsible; Any one 
considered as an element of danger could not of itself 
have produced the result. It seems to the board that all 
extraordinary circumstances must have conspired fatally 
to transform an ordinary routine matter into a calamity. 

These determining circumstances appear to have been: 
(1) The sailing launch was deeply loaded, though not 
more so than for “Abandon ship”; (2) she was towed 
across a strong tide in a sea’ generally confused, rendered 
more so by the wind, and still more by the swell of at 
least one steam yacht ; her .bow failed to rise to thege 
conditions: (3) a number of men were standing betwean 
thwarts, though not more than is usual in liberty: parties 
under similar conditions; they were ordered to sit down, 
but only partially obeyed; (4) some spray came on board, 
some men attempted to move aft, and as more water came 
on board irregular motions were imparted to the launch 
by the movement of the men; (5) in the death of the 
bow man of the sailing launch the board lost a valuable 
witness. who alone knew what was happening; this man 
was calling for a knife to cut the painter when water 
in quantity began coming on board; (6) nevertheless, the 
board believes that up to this point there was no danger, 
and that if all hands had stuck to the boat, especially 
had sat down, she would not have swamped: (7) it next 
appears to the board that a small sized panic, due to the 
entering water, seized a few, who jumped overboard ; that 
others followed, some mounting the gunwale, and that 
this precipitated the disaster; (8) the darkness con- 
tributed its share by concealing from the towing steamer 
the plight of the sailing launch, and thus rendering im- 
possible the application of a speedy remedy; (9) the 
strain on the tow line was at the critical time too great 
or at too much of an angle for the existing conditions.

In accordance with the recommendations of the C.O. of the 
U.S.S. North Dakota, approved by the commander-in-chief, 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet and the Bureau of Navigation, the De- 
partment takes great pleasure in awarding a medal of honor 
and a gratuity of $100 to each of the following named men 
for the extraordinary heroism displayed by them in the line 
of their profession on Sept. 8, 1910: 

Thomas Stanton, chief machinist’s mate; Karl Westa, chief 
machinist’s mate; Patrick Reid, chief water tender; August 
Holtz, chief water tender; Charles C. Roberts, machinist’s 
mate, first class; Harry Lipscomb, water tender. 

Sept. 8, 1910, while making tests with oil as fuel, an 
explosion occurred, resulting in the death of three enlisted 
men of the Navy and greatly endangering the ship. The men 
named above hauled fires in the furnaces of boilers in No. 3 
fireroom, while the oil was burning on top of boiler ‘‘I,’’ and 
took all precautions to prevent boiler explosions. They 
searched for and assisted in carrying out the bodies of: the 
three men who lost their lives. This work was done in water 
up to their waists, in dense smoke, heat, and fumes from 
burning oil, and gase and steam arising from the hot coals 
and coke floating on the water.

G.O. 84, OCT. 4, 1910, NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

This order calls attention to the ‘peculiarites of fuel oil, the 
vapor of which is explosive when mixed with air, and has a 
tendency, being heavier than air, to accumulate in low levels, 
such as bilges and bottoms of ‘tanks. 

» A leak in any part of the oil-burning system may, if allowed 
to endure, result in an accumulation of this explosive vapor, un- 
less the leak be located in the path of air to the furnace. 

Ignition of the vapor has been caused by an open light, elec- 
tric spark, smoking, spark caused by oteshing metal, heat from 
the filament of a Section electric lamp, s from funnel, or 
has been communicated from galley or Pima under boilers. 

An oil fire cannot be extinguished by water, but may be ex- 
tinguished by sand, steam, or chemical. fire extinguishers. 

An_ intelligent. appreciation of the. properties of fuel oil as 
described above is a better preventive of accident than ad- 
herence to any set of rules, that’ may be pres¢ri 

Detailed precautions. are given, which will be rigidly enforced.

? West Point, N.Y., Oct. 19, 1910. 

The football game with Yale on Saturday afternoon, Oct. 
15, takes precedence over all other events of the week. The 
result shows what may be accomplished by the combined 
efforts of team and coaches, for the victory of the Army 
team, by a score of 9 to 3, reflects equal credit on players 
and instructors. The perfect arrangements for the specta- 
tors, estimated at about 6,000, the absence of any confusion 
whatsoever, reflect credit on the Quartermaster’s Department. 
The systeni of issuing tickets of different colors facilitates the 
location of seats, and the new rule forbidding tickets calling 
for ‘‘standing room only’’ adds materially to the comfort of 
those occupying seats on the lower tiers, 

The afternoon was dark and gloomy, with mist and an oc- 
casional drizzle. It was 2:45 when the Yale team appeared 
upon the field, followed a few moments later by the Army 
eleven. The band played a fitting accompaniment to their 
entrance, and the spectators broke into cheers that might have 
been heard far beyond post limits. 

The game was ‘‘new football’’ in every respect, and the 
cadet players showed that they had ‘‘caught on’’ to the new 
plays with amazing rapidity. The Yale men touched the 
Army goal but once; near the end of the game Daly kicked a 
goal from the twenty-eight yard line, thus giving the visitors 
their first and only score. West Point took the lead a few 
moments after the game opened, and never lost it throughout. 
The cadets showed superiority over their opponents, and there 
is no dissenting voice to the opinion that the best team won.

Of the game Lieut. H. M. Nelly in the Army Athletic Coun- 
cil Bulletin says: ‘‘This, the first big game of the season, 
afforded a very good example of the opportunities and ad- 
vantages of the new game over the old, and it was easily 
seen in the early part of the game that our team was quick 
to take advantage of these opportunities.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


VIRGINIA. 


Capt. Jennings ©. Wise, adjutant of the Virginia Field 
Artillery, gave a very instructive and interesting lecture be- 
fore the Richmond Howitzers, Richmond, Va., Oct. 11, on 
‘‘Hippology.’’ A life-size model of the horse having been 
obtained, with the assistance of chart showing the skeleton 
and respiratory organs, the lecture was both interesting and 
enjoyable, and for an hour and a half Captain Wise held the 
audience spellbound. : 

Beginning, he stated that of all the elements which went 
to make the efficiency of field artillery, the horse was the 
most important, because, as he aptly put it, and to quote a 
mathematical formula, ‘‘field artillery minus horse equals 
zero,’’ since mobility is the essential of this arm of the Serv- 
ice. The speaker at the outset took the skeleton, explaining 
that the bones are a series of levers which are operated by 
the tendons. He further explained the use and operation of 
each, the delicate mechanism of the joints, etc. 

Next the digestive organs were discussed, and the process 
of the digestion of the food from the time it was taken into 
the mouth until converted into blood. Captain Wise told 
how this goes to build up the tissues of the body. He also 
explained the respiratory organs and their functions, and 
then followed an interesting, clear, concise instruction as to 
the points of the horse and the type used for saddle, draft, 
charger and Field Artillery purposes. 

The feet and shoeing were explained at length, and the 
class was invited to ask questions, all of which the instructor 
answered to their satisfaction. : 

Captain Wise’s lecture is the first of a series of four, and 
was delivered in such terms as any layman might understand. 

Few men in Virginia are better equipped for discussing this 
subject than Captain Wise, he having served in the Regular 
Army for a number of years, and all of his life having made 
a close study of the horse.

Before the meeting Mr. Gaynor, a trustee, 
with the bullets in his possession, went to the range, it is 
reported, to complain to Col. N. B. Thurston. That officer, it 
is said, admitted that the bullets unquestionably were those 
used in the Service, but said that it was impossible for a man 
to shoot over the hilis unless he intended to do so. It was 
the Colonel’s opinion that the bullets hit a stone and 
ricocheted over to the mountain. A shield will prevent such 
shots from going over the mountain in the future. 

It is folly for any member of the. National Guard to try 
any sharp practices during rifle firing at Blauvelt, for the offi- 
cial in charge are thorough aliye to any attempts to violate 
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regulations, and have cornered men in. several regiments of 
Manhattan who have tried to cheat. It would be well for 
company officers also to-be alive to attempts to get the best 
of the rules on the part of any of their men, as otherwise some 
of the officers’ may put th Ives under of being 
parties to the attempted fraud. 

Drills and. instruction in the 69th N.Y., according to the 
ordefs of Colonel Conly, will be carried out in accordance 
with the specific needs of the individual company. Each com- 
pany commander will be held strictly responsible for the effi- 
ciency, instruetion and-progress.of his company. Majors will 
be held accountable for the efficiency and discipline of their 
battalions. For the first three or four drills thorough indi- 
vidual instruction, it is directed, should be given in setting-up 
exercises, manual of arms, military courtesy and guard duty. 
Non-commissioned officers should, it is also pointed out, be 
afforded ample opportunity to take command of squads and 
sections, impart instruction, give orders and assume respon- 
The following field officers are detailed as inspectors 
of drills: Majors Michael Lynch, John E. Duffy and Philip 
E. Reville. The above officers are also detailed as a board 
to be known as the Instruction Board. They are charged 
under the supervision of the C.O. with conducting the schoots, 
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arranging dates of sessions and a program of work to cover 
a regular. or preliminary course and an elective or advanced 
course. The school work will include instruction for non- 
commissioned officers to suitably correspond to the instruction 
for officers. The Examining Board for non-commissioned offi- 
cers consists of Capt. J. Maguire, president; 1st Lieut. 
Charles A. Hickey and 2d Lieut. Francis X. Hennessy. 

The semi-annual returns of the three Infantry regiments 
forming the 2d Brigade, N.G.N.Y., for Sept. 30, 1910, show 
the strength to be as follows: 14th Regiment, 697; 23d Regi- 
ment, 723; 47th Regiment, 725. The showing made by the 
47th Regiment is regarded as a remarkable one, considering 
the fact that the regiment consists of only nine companies, 
while the 14th and 23d Regiments each have twelve com- 
panies. The 47th made a net gain during the past six months 
of fifty-nine members, and. has now a larger membership than 
ever before in its history. 

An innovation for the night of election day (Nov. 8) has 
been arranged by the 28d N.Y., which will hold a big regi- 
mental stag at its armory, during which returns of the elec- 
tion will be read from the stage. 





CONNECTICUT. : 


Adjt. Gen. George M. Cole, of Connecticut, announces a 
course of instruction for officers and non-commissioned officers. 

Schools will commence Nov. 1, 1910, and will continue until 
April 30, 1911, and will comprise six monthly periods of work. 
On the first Friday of each month, commencing Dec. 2, 
1910, the officers and non-commissioned officers of the different 
companies will assemble at the armories designated for a writ- 
ten amen adit in the work studied by them during that 
month. 

Examinations will be personally conducted by the instructors 
named for each station, who will report in writing number of 
absentees and excuses given for same at each monthly meet- 
ing. Examination questions will be prepared for each sta- 
tion at the office of the officer in charge of instruction for 
the state. Questions and answers will be turned in to the 
instructor, who will immediately mail them to the officer in 
charge of instruction, who will have each set of papers ex- 
amined and marked and notify each individual officer and non- 
commissioned officer by letter of the percentage attained and 
errors, if any, made by them in their answers to the ques- 
tions, thus adding to the examination the element of instruc- 
tion. The percentage system of marking will be followed. 
Standard of excellence required will be seventy-five. Those 
officers attaining seventy-five or over will be reported to the 
adjutant general as satisfactory, those who failed to attain 
that per cent. will be marked unsatisfactory. This list will 
be published monthly in orders. 

Capt. H. L. Jackson, U.S.A., will be the officer in charge 
of instruction for the state. The instruction will include map 
making, drill regulations, minor tactics, field Service regu- 
lations, small-arms firing regulations, administration, mili- 
tary law, hygiene and guard duty, etc. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Major General Dougherty, commanding the Pennsylvania 
National Guard, has issued orders announcing the estab- 
lishment of .Division Headquarters at Wilkesbarre, and de- 
tailing Major Sharpe as acting division adjutant general. 

In the order directing the resumption of drills General 
Dougherty says: 

‘‘The brigade commanders will direct the commanding 
officers of regiments of Infantry to prepare a schedule of 
systematic drill work to be followed in their several com- 
mands in order that the time devoted to company drills may 
be progressive throughout the season of drills. 

‘*‘Map maneuvers will be taught in all commands. Where 
the officers of regiments or battalions can he assembled at 
regimental headquarters, the schools will be conducted by 
the commanding officers of the regiment. Where less than 
the officers of a battalion can be assembled, company officers 
will hold schools in map maneuvers. All such schools will be 
held on nights other than company drill nights whenever 
possible. 

‘The following text-books are recommended for use in 
connection with the study of map maneuvers and the war 
game: 

‘**The Regimental War Game,’ by Immanuel; ‘Military 
Map Reading,’ by Sherrill; ‘Map Maneuvers,’ by Captain 
Sayer; ‘Tactical Principles and Problems,’ by Captain 
Hanna.’’ 

Colonel Miner, of the 9th Regiment, compliments members 
of his command upon their excellent showing in small-arms 
practice, again leading all the other regiments in the State 
in the figure of efficiency. He says he expects them to keep 
up this good work next year, as they have every incentive 
for practice on the fine new range at Hilidale.
